A Line From Canada to Mexico, Hold- 
ing Entire Pacific Coast Trade. 

San Francisco, Sept. 22.— The Chron- 
icle today says: 

"Although it has been apparent for 
some time that-Hnrriman was seeking 
to control the Pacific const and the ofli 
cials of the Southern Pacific have an 
nounced the construction of a new lino 
from Portland to San Francisco the 
magnitude of the plans of flarriman 
has just been mnde public. 

"When all is complete lie will have a 
road extending from Canada lo Mexico.

The line from San Francisco to Los 
Angeles is now in operation, and will 
form another link in the long chain.

LONDON, Sept. 22.— With the in- 
creasing interest iu Canadian af- 
fairs, there has been a revival in 
England of the discussion of the nego- 
tiations that Sir Mortimer Durand, the 
British Ambassador at Washington, has 
been carrying on with the American 
government for the settlement of the 
various questions in dispute between 
Ifjauada, Newfoundland and the United 
States. As far as the fisheries question 
wilh the ancient colony is concerned, the 
points of difference are settled, Sir 
Mortimer and the State department at 
Washington having practically arrived 
at an understanding. 

Of the outstanding questions n5fecting 
Canada, that of sealing is causing the 
greatest difficulty, but here again the 
British ambassador and the State de- 
partment are making headway. Canada, 
it is thought, appears to be rf ore fav- 
orably disposed toward the American 
proposal for the entire stopping of pela- 
gic scaling, with compensation to the 
Canadians affected thereby. Sir Morti- 
mer has kept in close touch with the 
Canadian authorities during the negotia- 
tions, the foreign ofllec considering this 
to have been better than the Canadian 
suggestion made early in the year, for 
the appointment of a Canadian attache 
to the British embassy at Washington, 
to advise the ambassador on Canadian 
affairs. This Great Britain declined to 
agree to. It was considered hardly 
likely such an appointment would be ac- 
ceptable to the United States, no mat- 
ter who was the' appointee, as he prob- 
ably would have been considered .the 
special advocate of Canada.

An Army More to Be Dreaded 
By Russia's Ruler Than 
Any Other Danger 



INFLUENCED BY THE REVOLUTIONISTS 

Imbued With the Conviction, He 
Who Works the Land Should 
Own it 



London, Sept. 22. — Further light upon 
the groat tragedy that is being enacted 
in Kussia is thrown by Dr. Mackenzie 
Wallace" in the Times today, where he 
discusses the condition of the landless 
peasant. He is now living in the open 
air with a company which is one con- 
tingent of a vast host of 5,000,000 of 
trekking agriculturists. He is with a 
band who left their homes months ago, 
accordance lo the annua custom, to seek 
work on the crops in other parls of the 
empire. They are now returning. 

All told, he says, they are nearly 
twice as numerous, and they may prove 
as influential as all the workmen in the 
towns, of whom so much is heard, and 
the return of this army of laborers from 
their dispersion in all quarters of the em- 
pire may have results not less impor- 
tant than those that have already fol- 
lowed the repatriation of the army of 
soldiers from the Fur Fast. 

••The lot of these wanderers," says 
Dr. Wallace, "is miserable enough, God 
knows. Most of them are from Little 
Russia and the steppe provinces. Borne 
of them travel as far as 1,000 vcrstr. 
They are absent from their villages from 
I wo to six months and their average 
wage is IIS rubles, of which they have a 
minimum outlay of 21 rubles for pass- 
port and food en route. This leaves 
17 rubles, which makes an average wage 
of 14 kopecks, or cents a day. Some 
travel by train in fourth class, or on the 
slowest Volga boats part of the wny, 
but multitudes go on foot. They spend 
the night whutever they happen to bo 
when darkness falls. They suffer in- 
numerable privations from hunger, cold, 
heat and sickness, and finally, if they 
survive, they reach their destination 
with all their strength spent before they 
have begun work. 

""Land, give us land!' these peasants 
cry. Nor do they dream of compen- 
sating any of the present landowners 
whom they may dispossess. At the bot- 
tom of their hearts is the ineradicable 
conviction that a man who works on the 
land has a natural right to it, which If 
put in the balance against all the posi- 
tive laws of property makes them kick 
the beam. 'Wo are the Lord's,' they 
say, "and the land is ours.' Yes, they 
still believe in the Lord nnd before they, 
lie down on empty stomachs on tlvl 
steppe they commit themselves by the 
sign of the cross to the Divine CMfi. 
They believe, too. in the Blessed Virgin 
and' the saints and in ikons and heaven 
and hell. This steppe over which they 
wander loses itself in the dim horizon 
where the earth and sky mingle and are 
lost and there is a mystical background 
encompassing these wanderers' lives, in 
the midst of which are superstitions, 
portents and signs. 

"In the Russian revolution what is 
these peasants' role? It w-ns discovered 
to me by a man who hail been the com- 
panion of my journeyings for two days. 
He forced his company upon me, for 
while I was driving across the country 
he sprang upon inc from behind n tree 
and made the demand which, almost 
with impatience, 1 had long expected to 
hear — 'hands up'.' Even if 1 had pos- 
sessed a revolver I should not have fired, 
fur 1 could have blown the wretch out 
of existence with a puff of smoke from 
my cigarette. I have seen pitiable spec- 
imens of humanity in my day, but none 
ever stirred my compassion so profound- 
ly as this man, ami I cheerfully gave 
him the few rubles 1 had and some of 
my cigarettes. 

"As he smoked he told me his history. 
F..r political offence he had been pro- 
vided by an administrative order with 
what the peasants appropriately call a 
wolf's passport, which forces him to he 
a perpetual wanderer on the face of the 
earth, or such part of it as is under 
the dominion of the Czar, reporting him- 
self al specified police stations as he 
goes along, and forbids all Ihe Czar's 
subjects to give him shelter for more 
than one night. It is the curse of Cain, 
and certainly this man's punishment is I 
greater than he can bear, although his 
sin was not murder, bill merely com- 
plicity in printing some illegal litera- 
ture which tlie government was making 
vain efforts to suppress. 1 am told by 
this wolf that he had met fewer of his 
kind during the hist four or five mouths 
than in earlier times, ami if is to lie 
hoped I In. government lias discovered 
the criminal folly of treating men as 
wild beasts. 

"lim during many years ihe revolu- 
tionary leaders have found use for these 
men, although the government has nunc. 
They have ordained them peripatetic 
missionaries lo the peripatetic peasants. 
They supply the peasants with revolu- 
tionary pamphlets for dissemination in 
their 'village" on their return. They 
tench them file 'Marseillaise' and other 
revolutionary songs, recount to them the 
heroic deeds of the revolutionary mar- 
tyrs who by revolver and bomb have 
executed judgment upon the oppressors 
of the people and distribute highly col- 
ored and still more highly imaginative 
pictures of the French revolution to 
teach those who cannot read how they 



ought to act. This man is himself n liv- 
ing picture which no one who has seen 
it can easily forget. I 

"Grent numbers of these wandering 
peasants are. sometimes to be found 
massed together. On May 0th, for ox- 
umple, 24,000 of them gathered at the 
St. Nicholas fair in Kahovka, and where 
there are missionaries wolves are also 
found. Thus 5,000,000 peasants are 
being made propagandists of the revolu- 
tionary faith. By t' 10 ena of - October 
they will have returned to their villages 
with literature in their wallets, songs in 
their memories and bitterness in their 
hearts, a firebrand every man."

SOME THOUGHTS ON THE LABOR 
QUESTION. 

The holding of the sessions of the 
Trade and I,nbor Congress in Victoria 
has naturally brought the problems in- 
volved in the labor situation more prom- 
inently before the miuds of the people 
than is usual. This week the Forestry 
convention ' will he held in Vancouver 
and people will he thinking more than 
usual about the importance of conserv- 
ing our. timber resources. "With the 
coming of the members of the Manufac- 
turers* Association we shall have 
thoughts directed to the capitalistic side 
of the shieid. For a week the newspa- 
pers have been filled with the proceed- 
ings of the lnbnr congress, and, there- 
fore, some comments upon the issues 
that have been raised will at least he 
seasonable. It Is an interesting coinci- 
dence that the labor question, from a 
political point of view, has been prom- 
inent in Great Britain, and the news- 
papers there are filled with a discussion 
of the relations which exist between the 
Labor and the Liberal party. To n very 
considerable degree, the conditions there 
and in Canada are analogous, an indica- 
tion to doubt thnt the cause of labor, 
is becoming more and more internation- 
al in its character. Having this in view, 
a letter which appears in the London 
Times of a recent date will be intei- 
esting. as presenting an" aspect of 4he 
case that is usually lost sight of, and 
suggesting what in the view of this 
paper is the solution of the so-called 
problem of labor and capital. .The Col- 
onist has, on several occasions, en- 
deavored to point out thnt labor and 
rapitnl as terms of classification are 
misnomers. There should really lie no 
distinction made, except, perhaps, the 
distinction which is inferred in capital 
and revenue account. Capital is stored 
labor; that is. the profit on labor, which 
has heen saved up and laid by. We 
have almost precisely the same idea in- 
volved in the water of a river which 
has been dammed up so as to create a 
surplus over and above the regular run- 
ning supply. Labor and capital are, 
therefore, identical in character, and to 
our mind tin- solution of the vexed 
problem is neither in socialism nor n 
complicated system of paternal legisla- 
tion, but on the principle of co-oper- 
ation, just as the water in the dam and 
the running river, and the money em- 
ployed in capital and in revenue ac- 
count are made to lit in wirh each other 
harmoniously for industrial and financial 
purposes. 

It would take loo long to develop the 
idCB in one article. Mazzilli, the Italian 
patriot, many years ago said of the 
working classes. "You were shives, then 
serfs, now wage hirelings, and you must 
ultimately become partners." Thai is a 
correct statement of the evolution thnt 
has taken place. For long periods of 
time the slave, the serf, and the wage 
earner had but a vague realization of 
their position in relation to the rest of 
society. Sometimes, they turned in 
fury upon their masters like the beast 
thnt Is goaded to exasperation, but it 
never was an intelligent assertion of 
their rights. Recently, however, with 
the diffusion of intelligence through the 
medium of public schools and a cheap 
press we have a labor party strong, ag- 
gressive and highly intelligent. Judging 
from the advances thnt it has made in 
Grent Britain and Australia in a com- 
paratively short time, we may look for- 
ward to a stage in politics when labor 
may become the ruling element. The 
three stages indicated by Mnazini were 
slow and protracted before t lie later 
development hegn-:. but each of the last 
two represented au important advance. 
4 Now the world moics faster.

thnt every man is entitled to a" just 
shnrc of the profit which his lnbor pro- 
duces. That is the cardinal principle of 
labor unionism. With the soundness of 
the proposition no man can take issued 
It is as absolute nnd irrefutable as the 
eternal verities. The 'questiou then 
•arises naturally, how shall the desired 
results be achieved? The Socialist, look- 
ing around and viewing conditions ns 
they are, proposes to tnke a short cut 
and nationalize everything in the shnpe 
of property and industry, etc., nnd then 
star! us all out with equal opportuni- 
ties as laborers nnd share and share 
alike. The Labor Unionist premises 
much the same things as the Socialist, 
but stops linlf way. He recognizes the 
existence of private ownership, but pro- 
poses an elaborate system of legal pro- 
tection in order to ensure the laborer se- 
curing all thnt is coming to him. Both, 
in our opinion, ignore certnin economic 
truths of great importance; The Social- 
ist in denying the' rights of private own- 
ership is running counter to one of the 
first instincts of humaii nature/ and no 
system of universal nationalization can 
ever succeed for that reason. The 
Labor Unionist makes the mistake of 
trying to establish arbitrarily what the 
rate of wages should be in relation to 
a particular industry, and to hedge 
around every occupation with a fence 
of legal enactments. He proposes to 
have a network of regulations with 
which to cover us over nnd a law to 
apply to every conceivable condition, in 
defiance of natural laws. in his zeal 
for protection he becomes tyrannical, 
unconsciously perhaps, to the rest of the 
world. 

To come back to the writer in the 
London Times, his remedy is along the 
lines suggested by the Colonist. Co-op- 
eration, whereby labor and capital are 
joined together and their interests mu- 
tual, is the only principle whereby the 
object of both Socialists and Labor 
Unionists can he achieved, and that 
without conflict, nnd in accordance with 
sound economic laws. The man who in- 
vented the joint stock company solved 
the lntior question. Eventually, it mny 
be many many years yet, the largest in- 
dustry in the world will be operated 
without laborers. Every man employed 
will be a partner in the concern and 
share the profits in accordance with the 
stored labor and the current labor 
which he has invested in the enterprise. 
Or, if you wish to put it in another 
wny, every man connected with the in- 
stitution will be a laborer from the presi- 
dent down, each drawing his just share 
of the profits. If there be no profits, 
reckoning the labor upon a certain scale 
of wnges, there will be at least a return 
for the labor. When you join the in- 
terests you put an end to conflict. It is 
each man's interest to make as much 
profit ns possible for the. company of 
which he himself is a member. The 
question of short hours and minimum 
wage would be no longer of any con- 
cern. 

•In the joint stock, arrangement, you 
have a recognition of the principle of 
private ownership, one thnt can never be 
eliminated from our economic system, 
nnd you achieve in substance all thai 
the Socialists could ever hope to 
achieve should they finally succeed in 
establishing a socialistic commonwealth. 
It is one, however, in which you must 
expect to encounter the opposition and 
prejudices of the capitalists as well as 
of the worklngmen. Many of them lie- 
cure in the possession of vvenKli ami 
control of companies, would scorn the 
admission of workingmen as partners, 
forgetting that it is better, viewing the 
present trend of events, to linve the 
workingmen ns their friends and part- 
ners, thnii eventually to have them mas- 
ters of tlie situation with their enmity 
added; that it is better to have money 
invested under conditions of pence 
and harmony and mutual co-oper- 
tion than under conditions of hostility, 
in which investments are affected by 
strikes anil disturbances, with relations 
always strained. On the other hand, 
the altered conditions of commerce and 
industry are rapidly weeding out the 
smaller concerns and extending the oper- 
ations and capitalization of the existing 
large companies. We cannot control 
these things. They arc inevitable. The 
opportunities for laborers to become em- 
ployers nnd the small operators to be- 
come large ones are getting fewer and 
fewer. It is a condition against which 
the poorer strntn of society are begin- 
ning to revolt, and tiie socialist sees no 
way out of it than to upheave'the whole 
thing. It is the natural instinct of man 
asserting itself to own something, even 
if only in common with some one else. 
It will lead to serious danger sooner or 
later, and the tinnl solution, if there is 
to be n solution before there is a crnsh, 
must be by Hie universal recognition 
of the principle of co-operation between 
the now opposing forces, based upon mu- 
tunl interest. 

The writer of the letter in the Loudon 
Times, which it is proposed to publish 
in the Colonist in full, after discussing 
the situation nnd stating the proposed 
remedy, says: 

"There may be difficulties in realizing 
Mnzzini's prophecy, but surely not so 
great as those which have been over- 
come in passing through the previous 
stages. ISven if the work were under- 
taken in renl earnest, it must take a 
considerable time for workmen to ac- 
quire an appreciable amount of property; 
but tin- new conditions and the new era 
can lie established at once by simply 
making a start. (Jive tangible proofs of 
sympathy, show a desire to help, and 
then confidence will displace suspicion 
and entirely new relations will be es- 
tablished between employers and em- 
ployed. The thing can be nnd has heen 
done, both in France, where Lcclnirc

started it, and in England by compan- 
ies, private firms, and others. 1 admit 
that there are difficulties in applying 
the co-partnership principle to ordinary 
businesses;, but joint stock 'companies* 
seem specially mnde for it — for instance, 
railway companies. It might at first per- 
haps reduce the ordinary dividend about 
1-4 per cent, nnd thnt possible contin- 
gency they will not face, not hnving 
the faith to believe that it would be 
returned in better work by better work- 
men and in renlly satisfactory relations 
with their employees, which mean much 
more thnn mere money." 



MR. BORDEN'S EXPOSITION OF 
POLITICAL POLICY. 



In response to a request thnt the 
speech of Mr. It. L. Borden at Truro, 
N. S., recently, should be published, we 
give elsewhere not a complete trnns- 
cript of his remnrks, but extracts to in- 
dicate the general line of policy which it 
contained. It has been stated that the 
Conservative party, to be reinstated in 
the confidence of the people of Canada 
once more, must appeal to the electors 
upon some elenr, advanced and distinc- 
tive platform such as Sir John A. Mac- 
donald went to the country on in 1S78. It 
has been a subject of frequent criticism, 
even in some of the Conservative news- 
papers, that Mr. Borden lacked that ini- 
tiative and force to propound the kind 
of policy for which the people nre look- 
ing. The Conservative leader, it. is true, 
is Conservative, not only in his political 
opinions, but he is conservative in his 
methods. That is to say, he studies care- 
fully every proposition that is submitted 
to him; he familiarizes himself thorough- 
ly with the question at issue from every 
point of view; and becomes sure of his 
position before mnking known his con- 
clusions. Hnving once satisfied himself 
that he is right on his facts and as to 
the principles involved, no man in Can- 
ada can surpass htm in the method of 
presenting his case or in the', earnestness 
with which he pursues his course. He 
is a man in which his followers in par- 
liament and his friends outside of parlia- 
ment have' absolute confidence Hint he 
will do and say the right thing at the 
right time, and that his course, what- 
ever it may be, is the result of sincere 
conviction nnd will be followed to its 
logical conclusion. 

We shall not say thnt the policy which 
he enunciated at Truro is the policy 
which will be successful in returning his 
party to power, but we mny be assured 
that it is what he honestly conceives 
to be best in the interests of the coun- 
try. As to the question of government 
ownership, there are honest differences 
of opinion among men of both parlies, 
and it need not be anticipated that a 
certain section of the Conservative party 
will bgpome enthusiastic over it; and it 
is equally certain to be opposed by a 
much larger element in the Liberal 
party, which as a party has set its face, 
in practice at least, against Hie princi- 
ple. Nevertheless, it is a clear and dis- 
tinct pronouncement of Mr. Borden'R 
personal views of the matter and his po- 
sition is one that applies to a certain 
condition which is peculiarly Canadian 
in its character. As he expresses it, "in 
no part of the world is the question of 
transportation of more vital concern 
thnn' in Canada, and nowhere are the 
conditions more favorable on the whole 
for its solution." "Our natural advan- 
tage," he says, "include a remarkable 
series of wonderful inland waterways, 
undeveloped water powers of untold pos- 
sibilities and grent national ports on two 
oceans." It is clear, therefore, that it 
is to these conditions, as herein sug- 
gested, he proposes to npply his policy 
as circumstances render it possible. The 
first nnd great step taken by Mr. Bor- 
den in this direction was his proposal to 
construct the new transcontinental rail- 
way ns a government-owned nnd enn- 
1 rolled enterprise. It will be conceded 
even by opponents of government own- 
ership that a system, one-half of which 
is being built by the government, and for 
the cost of the greater part of the other 
half it has become responsible, should 
be wholly owned nnd controlled by that 
government. Never was bucIi a bargain 
in the interests of private capitalists 
made ns the bargain with the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Mr. Borden believes 
that a problem of such immense impor- 
tance as the development of our Un- 
rivalled facilities for transportation, 
which, he sn.vn, begins nt the farm ol- 
factory, and ends with the market, 
whether at home or nbrond, should be 
taken in hand by the government, ami 
rendered subject, to the one supreme 
control centred in parliament, of which 
the federal executive is the administra- 
tive arm. The task of eventually con- 
solidating the various systems or com- 
munication under uniform control is one 
to be accomplished only in a series of 
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years, but it is to that goal that he 
would direct his political footsteps.* He 
has, as ho always does, struck a high 
note, and advanced a proposal of tre- 
mendous importanVee. 

A good deal of Mr. Broden's speecli 
was devoted to the revelations of the 
last session of parliament, and while 
there is nothing in thnt new to the pub- 
lic, he dwelt upon the necessity,'' ns a 
serious duty of the political lenders, to 
purify the system which has mnde 
graft so prevalent and to conduct public 
business on sound business lines, as 
men would conduct their own private 
business. It is not a startling, hut it is 
a sound and honest policy to which the 
rapidly expanding cost of government, 
under a system of political fnvoritism 
and rewards, gives special force. 

Mr. Borden snid emphatically thnt the 
watchword of the Conservative party 
should be clean elections nnd merciless 
punishment of the briber and ballot 
forger. This is a matter upon which he 
has tnken a very strong stand. His per- 
sonal experience nnd the experience of 
his friends in the province of Novn 
Scotin, where the practice of carrying 
elections by unfair and corrupt means 
hns fceen reduced by the Fielding Lib- 
erals to an exact science, is simply incom- 
parable in the finesse of its details. In 
"Ontario and the Middle West the. meth- 
ods, though coarser in nature, have been 
even more notorious. To have a good 
government and an honest registration of 
public sentiment nt the polls, it is nec- 
essary to have clenn elections. Mr. Bor- 
den, however, does not only believe in 
crying "clean elections," he believes in 
giving effect to his views in legislation, 
simpler in construction nnd easier of en- 
forcement thnn at present, legislation 
that will make fraud in elections impos- 
sible, or, nt least extremely dangerous 
to practice. .. ., 

There nre thosevin every party that 
want their leaders, especially in oppo- 
sition to propound startling and striking 
policies, and nre not satisfied unless the 
political atmosphere can be electrified 
with some dazzling pronouncement. Pol- 
icies must, however, be shaped according 
to the conditions and requirements of 
the country. ( 6ir John in 1S7S struck 
a note which found victorious response 
hecnuse the country demanded tile re- 
lief which his policy promised and gave; 
but the country is today exceedingly 
prosperous and the government is pro- 
digiously lavish with the money thnt 
prosperity affords. Canada now re- 
quires in its interests, not commercial re- 
lief or assistance to its industries, - but 
political reformation of its methods, hon- 
est and economical administration of the 
people's money, the suppression of job- 
bery and corruption, and, Mr. Borden 
believes, the national control nnd de- 
velopment of our systems of transporta- 
tion and facilities of communication of 
whatever nature. In a. word, it is not 
more government, but better government 
we want. This is the standard which 
Mr. Borden has h pt up for himself and 
his, party, and if the country is sensible 
of its real requirements, it will rally to 
his standard ami return him to power 
at the next general elections.

Mr. Borden, Conservative lender, 
spoke recently tit Truro, N, S,, where 
there were lu attendance about 0,(X)0 
persons. He was in excellent form nnd 
delivered a splendid address, exposing 
the rascalities of the Laurier govern- 
ment, pleading for purity in elections 
and defending the doctrine of provincial 
rights. His speech is too long to he 
republished in full, but some of the 
more pregnant paragraphs, which indi- 
cate the lines of the policy he pro- 
pounded, are given: 

The. National Policy of Today 
(Mr. Borden began as follows: "We 
do not depart from the best traditions 
uf the past, but the national policy of 
today must tnke account of conditions 
which havo arisen since 1878. In no 
part of tho world is the question of 
trausportatiou of more vital concern than 
in Canada, and nowhere are the oppor- 
tunities more favorable on the whole for 
its solution. The problem begins at the 
farm or the factory, and ends with the 
innrket, whether nt home or abroad. 
Our natural advantages include '.a re- 
markable series of wonderful inland 
waterways, undeveloped water powers 
of untold possibilities and groat nation- 
al ports on two oceans. 

"The issues are provincial as well as 
federal, for the problem must take ac- 
count, not only of great railway sys- 
tems nnd inland navigations, hut of the 
tramway and even of the ordinary pub- 
lic highway. The development of our 
unrivalled natural facilities for trans- 
portation and the equipment of our 
great national ports on both oceans must 
be vigorously advanced if our producers 
are to compete on fair terms in tho coun- 
tries where we find our best markets. 

"The public domniu must be regarded 
as including not only the natural re- 
sources and facilities with which Can- 
ada has been so abundantly endowed, 
but' also the great national franchises 
nni} public utilities. These, of right, tire 
the property of the state, and they must 
be administered and exploited for the 
public benefit. The Conservative party 
maintained this principle in 1004, when 
it declared that the new transcontinental 
railway should be ii national work, 
owned and controlled by the state. 
No Obstacle in tho Way 
"Government ownership or operation 
is repeatedly challenged beenuse of in- 
competent or corrupt administration. 
There is no other argument against it; 
but shall all private enterprise be con- 
demned because of insurance frauds or 
business failure or corporate graft? We 
shall not renounce the administration of 
our public lands because of Saskatche- 
wan Vnlley land deals or grazing lease 
scandals, nor hand over the intercolonial 
to n private corporation because its man- 
agement has been so utterly discredited. 
THE PRINCIPLE OF STATE OWN- 
ERSHIP IS NO MOKE TO BE CON- 
DEMNED FOR DEFECTS OR ER- 
RORS -OF ADMINISTRATION 
THAN IS THE GENERAL PRINCI- 
PLE OF RESPONSIBLE GOVERN- 
MENT. The remedy is to mend the 
methods. Today the grossest maladmin- 
istration is rife in some public depart- 
ments of Canada. Outrageous election 
scandals are -.continuously disclosed. 



Shall we, therefore; abandon altogether 
tho system of parliamentary government, 
or repeal the British North America 
Act? 

For People, Not Speculators 'J 
"The Conservative party affirms that 
our public domain in its widest sense, 
our great national franchises nnd our 
public utilities, are for the people and 
not for tho speculator. The policy o£ 
our opponents denies this. When Can- 
ada's credit was pledged for the build- 
ing of a great transcontinental railwny, 
why should not Canada havo built nnd 
owned t|ie road? Why, at least, should 
Canada not 'nave some share in the pro- 
lit as well as in the risk? \ 

"The British government saw its op- 
portunity, purchased a controlling inter- 
est in the Suez canal and found the in- 
vestment profitable, financially as well 
as politically. Our government, which 
had its opportunity when it financed the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, lacked the fore- 
sight nnd the courage to secure for the 
people any interest whatever in the over- 
flowing millions which, within n few 
years, will pour into the treasury of 
that railway from the gift of a great 
national franchise. But if a national 
policy is demanded for the advancement 
of material interests, there are other 
and higher considerations which are by 
no moans to be forgotten or disregarded. 
Tho Party Watchword 
"THE WATCHWORD Oh' THE 
CONSERVATIVE PARTY SHOULD 
BE CLE AX ELECTION'S AND MER- 
CILESS PUNISHMENT OF THE 
BRIBER AND BALLOT FORGER. It 
Is not enough to cry 'clean elections.' 
There are two other essentials, viz., to 
runt clean elections and to punish corrup- 
tion or fraud by every means known to 
the. law, nnd that law must be made 
simpler and easier of enforcement. Op- 
portunities for delay and petty techni- 
calities, which, accompany and surround 
the present law be abolished. 

"It is idle that there should he any 
question about the service of a petition 
upon any person, who lias been returned 
as u member of parliament. The filing 
of such a petition in the court nnd a 
short public advertisement as notice to 
the constituency should be sufficient. 
Another subject of considerable moment 
is gradually forcing itself upon the at- 
tention of the people. Under our con- 
stitution, large powers of self-govern- 
ment have been conferred upon the 
various provinces of Canada by those 
provisions of the constitution which de- 
tine and limit the respective spheres 
o£ provincial and federal authority. 

"The methods of the Liberal machine 
are nuch as to make each provincial 
Liberal government entirely subservient 
nnd the creature of the federal authority. 
This circumstance has aroused the at-^ 
tention of the Conservatives of Quebec, 
who have recently adopted a strong reso- 1 
lution upon the subject. 

"In this province and in the new 
provinces of Alberta and Saskatchewan, 
the same tendency is observable. The 
Liberal policy is dictated from Ottawa, 
nnd the provincial government is mere- 
ly u sub-committee to carry out the 
terms, of that dictation." 



MECHANICS' LIEN LAW. 

Remarks and Suggestions to the Trades 
Congress on. Important Subject. 

The following remarks and sugges- 
tions on the Mechanics' lien law were 
prepared for submission .,to the Trades 
Congress by Mr. .T. A. Kinney, oC Ed- 
monton, but owing to the pressure of 
business at the close it "was unavoid 
ably held back. 

The purpose and intention of a Mech- 
anics' Lien Act as its name indicates 
is to give mechanics and workmen who 
have increased the' value of a building 
or an article by their labor, a lien upon 
such building or article; that is. a right 
to retain the thing whose value linn been 
so augmented until their first demands 
in respect to it have been paid, and a 
right to have that thing sold to satisfy 
such demands in tho. event of failure on 
the part of the purty liable, in payin 
the same when ordered to do so by the 
court. 

The creation of such a right is entire 
ly a creature of statute. That is, unles 
there be a positive law passed grantin 
such n right to workmen it would not 
exist, at all events with respect to build- 
ings, because the common law, as dis- 
tinguished from the statute law, only 
recognizes liens of this kind ns attach- 
ing to personal properly, nnd not to a 
building that is erected upon land, "for 
,so soon ns the. building is put upon the 
land it becomes part of the land and to 
give a lien on the building is to give, in- 
directlv, a lien on the land, nnd thus 
affect the owner of the land who may 
not, nnd in nine cases out of ten is not, 
the person responsible for the wages 
and material that noes to make up tho 
building. Consequently Mechanics' Lien 
acts are always strictly construed by 
the courts, and nil the rights of the 
work-men must be found within the act 
itself. 

Rights such ns those given in the 
Mechanics' Lien nets of the various 
provinces of Canada are unknown to the 
English law. But in the New England 
States it was very early recognized tb;iT 
some protection should lie given to work- 
men engaged in erecting habitations for 
the fast growing population, and the 
settlers from these states who came to 
Ontario many years ago carried these 
same ideas into this country, so that 
now nil the provinces of Canada with 
the exception of Quebec and Prince Ed- 
ward Island have their mechanic lien 
nets. and even in Quebec the provisions 
of the Civic Code preserve to a very 
considerable extent to the workman 
the fruits of the labor of his hands. 

Perhaps one of the most important 
considerations that has gone towards 
the passing of such legislation is that 
the mechanic or laborer must in the na- 
ture of things sell the commodity • lie 
brings to the market (his labor) on cre- 
dit. He cannot ask his employer to pay 
him in advance. In almost all other 
cases where a person has a commodity 
to sell he is at, liberty to insist upon pay- 
ment for the same before he gives up 
control of. his article. But this the lab- 
orer cannot do, nnd so, doubtless, it lias 
transpired (hat the legislatures have 
protected him from persons who would 
otherwise take advantage of him in this 
respect. So il is found thai in their, in- 
ception mechanics' lien acts only ex- 
tended their- protection to the mechanic 
nnd laborer, nnd it was not until Inter 
that, the furnisher of materials was 
brought within the scope of the nets. 
And insomuch as these acts are primar- 
ily for the benefit of what is known as 
tlie "laboring classes" it is but proper 
that the working out of I hem should be 
made as simple, expeditious and inex- 



pensive as possible. The act recently 
passed by the Legislative assembly of 
Alberta in this respect, at all events, 
leaves little.to.be desired;. This net pro- 
vides that where the claim, ir the join- 
ed claims, if there.' arc. more thnn one, 
does or do not exceed -8200. proceedings 
may be taken in a. summary nnd most 
expeditious way before a judge by no 
tice, without the necessity of instituting 
on action nt law iu the ordinary way 
and waiting for a regular sittings of 'the 
court to have it tried. The judge is giv- 
en all power to tnke accounts, and make 
all Inquiries necessary to the doing of 
complete justice between all the parties 
to the proceedings, and he may direct 
a sale of the property if lie' thinks it 
right to do so. His decision in t ho case 
is final, no appeal being allowed from 
it, so that in Alberta there is no impedi- 
ment to a workman, subcontractor or 
contractor whose employer is indebted 
to him in any sum up to $'JUl>, obtaining 
speedy and cheap justice without the 
possibility of his being put to more ex- 
pense by never ending appeals. In cases 
involving more thnn $200 the parties 
may proceed according to the ordinary 
practice of the court. 

Another feature of this act that is 
worthy of note is that facilitating the 
filing of lions in the registry offices and 
the offices of the clerks of tho court. The 
form of affidavit verifying a claim of 
lien is set out in tho act, and copies of 
it are furnished to every registrar under 
the Land Titles act nnd clerks of the 
'Superior court of the province, who are 
required to furnish the same flee of 
charge to anyone desiring to file n lien. 
The forms are simple mid easily under- 
stood and require no technical or profes- 
sional skill in the filling out of them, 
and no fee is payable upon their filing 
with the registrars or clerks. The clerks 
are required to notify the land regis- 
trars of all liens filed with them, and 
the registrars thereupon enter the lien 
as an- eneiinibrnr.t'e upon the laud men- 
tioned in the allidnvit. Similar" provi- 
sions to those above' noted will be found 
in the British Columbia act which has 
been found in practice to work most 
satisfactorily. 

Except in the case of a lion for wages 
owing for work in a mine anyone claim- 
ing a lien in Alberta must do 80, within 
31 days from the time when he has 
ceased to worit on the building or ceas- 
ed to furnish materials for it, but, hav- 
ing filed his lien within that time, ho has 
30 days more before he need lake pro- 
ceedings to realize upon it. A lien for 
wages to the extent of six weeks is 
given a preference over any other claim 
not only in the distribution of the money 
realized in any action to enforce a lien 
or liens, but also in that the owner of 
the property is liable to this extent not- 
withstanding that he may have paid the 
contractor. This is the only case in 
which a lien can attach so as to make 
tho owner liable for more thai) the 
amount due by him to the contractor, 
Another important protection given to 
wage earners by the act is that which 
provides that in cases where the con- 
tract price exceeds $500 no contractor 
or suh-c6n tractor is entitled to receive 
payment in respect of any contracl un- 
less he posts up on the works a copy of 
tin' receipted pay-roll on the day follow- 
ing pay-day. and delivers the' original 
showing receipts from all the workmen 
to the owner or somebody acting for 
him; and any payment made by the 
owner without requiring the delivery to 
him of n receipted pay-roll v. ill not re- 
lievo him from any lien filed upon (he 
properly. A similar provision also exists 
with regard to the wages of ■woodmen 
engaged in obtaining timber or logs

liens to those amounting to $20, Of 
course if several claims joined together 
amount to this sum a lien can be filed 
f,,r such joined claims. A right to a lieu 
may be assigned by any instrument in 
writing and it passes to the representa- 
tives of a deceased lienholder upon his 
disease. Where works and improve 
meats are placed upon mortgaged prem- 
ises the liens therefore tnke precedence 
of the mortgage so far as the increased 
value caused by the works and improve- 
ments is concerned, and no pari of the 
mortgage money not actually advanced 
at the time the works and improvements 
are put on takes precedence of any lien 
put upon the building. Where any pro- 
perty upon which a lien is given is de- 
stroyed by lire the insurance moneys 
stand in place of the property so far as 
all liens are concerned, but subject, of 
course, to any proper prior mortgage 
claims. Any number of licnhohlers may 
be joined in one suit against the proper- 
ty upon which they arc tiled, and the 
money realized iu the action is distri- 
buted first in payment of the costs of 
the licnhohlers, including the expense of 
registering and proving their liens, next 
in payment of six weeks' wages (If so 
ranches duet of all wage-earners on tho

tho money, and paid to him. Xo mater- 
ial placed or brought upon the ground 
to be placed in a building is subject to 
execution for any debt against the per- 
son who bought it except it be for the 
purchase price of that very material. 
The act also provides for the enforcing 
by advertisement and sale of any lien 
acquired by a person who (iocs work 
upon any chattel, as to which, of course 
a lien would exist apart from the sta- 
tute by common law. The common law, 
however, only gives such person a right 
to hold the ehaltel until ho is paid. The 
statute provides this other moans of ob- 
taining payment. Taking security or a 
promissory note for a debt in respect of 
which a lien might be filed does nol 
waive the right to file a lien. The lien- 
holder must, however, institute proceed- 
ings within the time limited by ad, but 
no further proceedings than tlie 
morn inception of them by action or the 
service of notice are then to lie taken 
until the period of credit, if any, given 
has expired. No agreement made by a 
workman, of any kind, can deprive him 
of his right to a lieu. 

It may ho that, the provisions of tlie 
Alberta Lien law go to a very consider- 
able length In protecting lienholder--. 

-earners, but it 



must bo remembered that conditions in 
a growing country are quite different 
from 'those in older settled communities; 
and It is of great importance in such 
places to adequately protect the men 
who work with their hands and who go 
lo make up such a large portion of the 
population. That in such countries a 
st ringeiit 'lien law is not only fair, hut in 
the best interests of nil classes of the 
community can hardly he gainsnyed. 
The mere presence upon the statute 
book of such a measure as the Alberta 
'Mechanics' Lien act will, doubtless, ex- 
ercise a salutary and far-reaching in- 
fluence in preventing attempts being 
made to defraud workmen which might 
otherwise be taken, whether success- 
fully or unsuccessfully, and wlrjl-o it is 
10 be hoped that its provisions will not 
often be required to be invoked, it forms 
a strong bulwark protecting the work- 
ingmen of' the. province and their fami- 
lies, and goes Tar towards insuring to 
them the just fruits of their labor.

Hamar Greenwood Roplios to Criti- 
cisms on His Political Consistency.

Crawshay Wil- 
liams, a member of the British Colonial 
office and private secretary to the Right 
Honorable- Winston Churchill, and \\". 
V. Unclean, of the Toronto World. 

Mr. ;;,,;r.;r Grccsv/cod, i! will l» 
membcred was the recipient of ihe now 
1 bui [ famous letter from the British colonin 
secretary in which was sel forth in de- 
tail the colonial policy of the present 
Liberal government and its attitude to- 
wards the colonies generally, and who 
was recently made (he subject of at- 
tack by Mr. Arnold at ihe banquet 
recently given lo Mr. Vincent, at To- 
ronto. 

Speaking of the attack on his politi- 
cal consistency, .Mr. Greenwood has 
since remarked: 

"When Mr. Arnold! says thai 1 took 
seven years to decide what political, par- 
ly in England I would belong to, he 
.-ays that which is an untruth, and as 
he knows it is an untruth, 1 am bound 
to say ii is o malicious untruth. The 
day that 1 landed in England, in '05, 
I stood on a Liberal platform, in the 
county of Radnorshire, and spoke ill 
support of my friend, Frank Edwards, 
then and now Liberal M. P. for Unit 
county. 1 havo been on Ihe same Lib- 
eral platform ever since, nnd at the gen- 
eral election of 1000 1 was invited to 
be the Liberal candidate for the borough 
of Grimsby, Lincolnshire. During tho 
whole of my residence in England, I 
have been an energetic Libera! and have 
never once wavered in my belief fcimi 
the salvation of the homeland depends 
j upon putting on ihe statute book those 
Liberal measures in reference to the 
I lords, to the land, to licensing, to educa- 
tion, nnd to other grent problems, nil 
of which, in so far as they have been 
problems in Canada, have been solved 
on what is understood lit England as 
Liberal ideas. 

"There is a great tightening of na- 
tional bonds between oast and west ill 
Canada," said Mr. Greenwood, changing 
the subject. "I was here four or live 
years ago. What was 1 doing'.' .Iiisl 
what. I'm doing now — catching up some 
of the inspiration of the glorious west."

A WANDERING SALMON. 

Taken in Oregon With Hook in Gill 
Made in Victoria. 

One of the salmon hooked in British 
Columbia waters got away With a hook 
and put to sea; how- else can the fact 
bo accounted for that a 17-pound Chi- 
nook salmon was caught a few days 
ago by James Woods of Westport, Ore- 
gon, with a hnnd-forged fishhook which 
was made in this city imbedded m a gill. 
The Portland Telegram says: 

.Letters ou the hook show that it was 
manufactured at Victoria, B. C. The 
implement is about three inches tn 
length and of the sort, used for catch- 
ing cod in Alaska waters. Mr. U oods 
is in Portland spending his vacation and 
brought the hook with him. 

"Practically all fish authorities to 
whom I have shown the hook," says 
Mr. Woods, "are agreed that it caught 
in the salmon accidentally either in Brit- 
ish Columbia or Alaska waters. It is 
also regarded as a most strange find. In 
their annual migrations it shows that 
the Columbia River salmon go far north 
a question which hns long been a de- 
batable one. If the salmon 1 caught in 
a trap picked up the hook in the locality 
suspected, it proves that at certain sea- 
sons the' fish taken in the Columbia nre 
up about Bristol Bay, where they nre 
classed as a different variety of salmon. 
Old fishermen declare that the hook is 
used extensively by tho Eskimos and 
is probably one they lost while fishing 
for cod."

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News of the unfortunate plight of 
the San Francisco whalers in the Arc- 
tic ocean was received by the steamer 
Harold Dollar, which carried supplies 
to the whaling fleet. Thirty-one sur- 
vivors of the wrecked steamer Alexan- 
der, and fifteen sick men from other 
whalers, were brought by the Harold 
Dollar, which had whalebone valued at 
$350,000 loaded • on ' her by different: 
whaling craft. The fleet was met at 
Point Barrow where the foodstuffs and 
coal was delivered and bone, loaded. 

The Ha.'qld Dollar brought news that 
the entire whaling fleet with the excep- 
tion of the Whaler .Teanette is to return 
this season unless they are caught by 
the ice, which was reported to be fast 
closing in when the Dollar left. 

Twelve of the whalers are still in the 
North. They arc the Xorwal, Beluga, 
.Teanette, Alexander ('wrecked), Bayliss, 
Carluck, Thrasher, Herman, Monterny, 
Belvedere, Bnwhead and Olga. The 
: whalers state that tho catch of the en- 
! tire fleet amounts to fifty-two whales. 

The men returning on the Dollnr tell 
• stories of terrible suffeirMjr on the dif- 
ferent ships, one of tho principal causes 
: being the lack of food. They also state 
'that charges have been. preferred against 
; a number of whaling captains, among 
: whom are Capt. BodSslh, master of the: 
Bayliss; Capt. Neuth, master of the 
.Teanette, and Capt. Tilton, former mas- 
! ter of the Alexander and present mas- 
ter of the .Teanette in the absence of 
Capt. Neuth, who, with Capt. Bodfish, 
in under arrest. The men also sub- 
stantiate 'be stories of the stealing of 
native girls from their homes for im- 
moral purposes, and state that full de- 
positions regarding these charges were 
taken by United Stirtes District At- 
torney Landis at J'oint Barrow. Charges 
of brutality and of insufficient' feeding 
are made against Capt. Thurston and 
also against Capt. John Cook, master 
of the Beluga. 

As soon as the fleet had received its 
supplies and discharged part of the 
whalebone into tlu? hold of the Dollar, 
the vessels started for what is known 
as the westward whaling. The fleet 
left Herschel island as soon as the ice 
broke last summer, and some of them 
remained in that vicinity a short time, 
others made for the Bering sea, at once 
to meet whatever rel?of was being sent 
them. The sailors reported that no 
trouble was experienced on the ships 
during the winter, with the exception of 
pome brutality shown tho seamen by 
the officers which has resulted in the

.Suppose wo mid 15 cents per month per 
connection to the rate (or a percentage 
or sonic other equitable adjustment to 
realize tlie same amount), we should get 
$!>,000 per annum, a sum equnl to Inter- 
est nnd slnklne fund, or n capital value of 
about *1SO,000; and 20 cents would give us, 
in the same way, about $240,000; ample -to 
pay for nil demands In sight without any 
Increase in the civic dr-bt. The funds so 
obtained should be under the sole and ab- 
solute control of the water commissioner.

DOCTOR BEING DISSECTED. 

Insurance Commission Lancet Makes 
Deep Incisions. 

Toronto, Sept. 22. — A rake off in con- 
nection with t ho absorption of the Pro- 
vincial Trust company was brought out 
by Mr. Shepley in his inquiry into For- 
esters' affairs before the insurance com- 
mission this morning. Mr. Wilson who 
acted for the provincial trusts, was paid 
$1,000 of Foresters' money, a fact of 
which Dr. Oronhyatekha was unaware 
until today. William Laidlaw, K. C, 
charged .$7, -100 for his services on be- 
half of the Foresters, nnd left a balance 
of $52 against the order in the trans- 
action. 

/'Lawyers generally get ail that is al- 
lowed and sometimes more," said Dr. 
Oronhyatekha. "He might at least 
have balanced it.'' 

Mr. Tilley then tool; up the examin- 
ation, going Into the erection of the 
Foresters' temple. The order had auth- 
ority to hold only $100,000 real estate, 
but when the temple was projected, this 
was increased by the House of Com- 
mons to $850,000. Dr. Oronhyatekha 
admitted that the executive knew that 
the building would cost twice that sum, 
but they desired to go ahead, hoping 
that parliament would become enlight- 
ened enough to give the necessary power 
The site was purchased in t ho name of 
Miss .lean Bailley, private secretary of 
Dr. Oronhyatekha. This, said the su- 
preme chief ranger, was not to deceive 
the Insurance department, hut to secure 
a belter bargain in buying the property. 
The I. O. K. then put a mortgage of 
$200,000 on the property. When the 
temple was completed, an auxiliary 
company, tho Ontario Realty company 
was formed to hold thai portion of prop- 
erty in excess. The officers were mem- 
bers from the I. 0. and shares were 
paid for with Foresters' money. The 
company took over two -lift lis of, the 
property valued at $240,000, and the 
order took a mortgage for thnt amount. 

In the afternoon Dr. Oronhyatekha 
admitted that the Ontario Realty com- 
pany was formed to protect Foresters 
from prosecution for violating the act. 
It passed out of existence when its pur- 
pose had been served. None of those 
connected with it received any remun- 
eration, their services being given for 
good or the order. Miss P.ailley re- 
ceived $1,000 for the use of her name 
in buying the property.

Alexander Wilson, who also attended 
the ceremony. I might state that the 
oldest church building at tin- 
present thnc is the Roman 
Catholic, which usod to stand on Hum- 
boldt street, and was later removed to 
the rear of St. Ann's Convent and built 
around with brick. This church ante- 
dates even St. John's, as I can remem- 
ber it in isr.ti. In connection with this 
old church I have heard some line sing- 
ing, when Father Brabant, of the 'West.

Hirst is the Champion. 
George Hirst, the Yorkshire cricket- 
er, who has rightly been described as 
" the best all-round player of his time, 
set the seal on his fame this season. 

He completed 2,000 runs In a most 
sensational manner by making a double 
century against Somerset early in the 
present month, and when Yorkshire 
entered on their game with the M. C. 
C. at Scarborough, he only required 
five wickets to bring his list of bowling 
up to 200. 

Hirst's opportunity came when the 
M. C. C. team got choice of innings, 
and though his opponents included 
some of the cleverest batsmen In Eng- 
land, he realized his ardent ambition 
by taking the wickets of A. C. McLaren, 
H. K. Foster, Captain Wynard, Braund 
and Vogler. 

Thus he has the distinction of being 
the onlv cricketer who has scored 2,000 
runs arid taken 200 wickets in one sea- 
son, and naturally the crowd of 4,000 
spectators cheered their favorite to the 
echo. The defeated batsmen were 
among the lirst to congratulate the 
hero of the hour, or rather of the year. 

Manv famous cricketers have either 
scored" 2,000 runs and taken 100 wickets 
or scored 1,000 runs and taken 200 
wickets, but Hirst has shown himself 
superior to them all. 

Hayward, the great Surrey crick- 
eter, hasr beaten all previous records In 
the matter of runs scored in a season 
in first-class cricket. 

The previous best was 3,309, by Rob- 
.ert Abel, in 1001. By his score of 110 
;.galnst Middlesex at the Oval recent- 
ly, Hayward brought his aggregate to 

3 ' At' the same time Hayward equalled 
C. B. Fry's great feat of scoring thir- 
teen centuries in the season, and there 
is every prospect of his setting up a 
new record in this respect also. 

K. S: Ranjltsinhji was the first to 
score 3,000 runs in one season. In 1S99 
he aggregated 3,109, and in 1900 he 
made 3,065. 

C B Frv and Tyldesley both made 
over 3,000 in 1901, the old Oxonian to- 
taling 3,147, and the Lancashire pro- 
fessional 3,041. 

W. G. Grace has never passed the 
third thousand, though he has been 
near it on several occasions, and has 
six times exceeded 2,000.

Although the average of entries Tor 
the Derby has been pretty well main- 
tained for the last ten years, the 
Jockey Club would be well advised In 
insisting, i-S I- has 'he power to do, 
upon the value of that race being rais- 
ed to .C 10,000 not for the winner, so 
that it, might again become the richest, 
event of the year Instead of ranking as 
only the sixth. The Jockey Cub should 
bring a like pressure to bear upon the 
corporation or Donoastur for not a shil- 
ling 1» given in the shape of added 
money to the St. Ledger, which ought 
to be placed upon an equal footing 
with the Derby. The authorities at 
Epsom and Doncaster can well afford 
to make this change, as they derive 
enormous profits from the racing, 
while it is certain that if these two 
races were of the guaranteed value of 
£10,000 each the entries would be so 
large that the amount to be made good 
by the fund would not often be as large 
as It Is at present. 

The King has nominated four colts, 
all of them rerslmmon, for the Derby, 
but the largcat subscriber to that race 
is Sir Tatton Sykes, whose eleven year- 
lings are entered in the name of his 
nephew, Mr. H. Cholmnndeley, so that 
in the event of his death between this 
and the time of the race the nomina- 
tion may not become void: Sir Teu- 
ton's entries Include a half-sister by 
Ayrshire to Spearmint, a half-sister by 
Orme to His Eminence, a half-brother 
by Lad as, lo AVildfowler, and a half- 
brother by Diamond Jubilee to Best 
Man.

Cresceus King of Horses. 

The recent break down of the mighty 
Cresceus has brought forth many re- 
marks from horse lovers regarding the 
magnificent performances of this splen- 
did horse. A well known authority on 
horseflesh has this to say of the horse. 

When the once mighty trotter Cres- 
ceus limped on the truck at Glllcsburg, 
11!., the other day and hopped a mile in 
"2:ir> the sorry spectacle in all probabil- 
ity was the final chapter in the turf 
history of the greatest trotter that ever 
lived, bar none, and it indeed was a 
pity that ho should hare been sent oul 
to fill an engagement made with the 
idea that when the appointed day ar- 
rived the stallion would he in at least 
half way decent condition. 

A mile in 2:15 by ( 'res, •ens! With the 
slow class trotters beating 2:10 every 
day of the (J. -ties burg meeting. Cres- 
ceus, the king of all the trotlera that 
ever lived, a horse with the speed of 
the wind, tlie courage of a linn, and the 
intelligence of a dog. is dragged nut 
after years ,,f retirement, sent to give 

an •'exhibition of s| I," when the 

men who had him in charge knew lull 
well thai he could not even lake a 
sound step, much less show speed ! 
Cresceus, with a record of 2:02 1-1 and 
a greater list of victories in Ins credit 
than any other JLorse '» the world can 
show, erowhopping around n billiard 
table track In 2:1.5 lo secure a few pal- 
try dollar ! No wonder the big crowd 
nt Galesburg was pained and disgusted 
instead of pleased. 

Cresceus will he a horse of history 
when all other trotters of his day are 
forgotten, and deservedly so. His car- 
reer from the day he was fouled until 
he retired after the notorious exhibi- 
tion at Wichita, Was., where his 2:0f> 
mile was reported as having been done 
in 1:59 3-4 all the judges sticking to 
Die fact, even after the so-called roc- 
„.d hud been pubm-ly repudiated by 
Hie stallion's owner, was a succession 
of sensations, triumphs and happy ac- 
cidents. In fact, the hist, named ele- 
ment began playing a pari in his ca- 
reer that was to be long before lie was 
foaled. 

It came about this way: Down in 
Ohio there was a mare culled Mabel 
that produced a cult that trotted in 
2:27 as n four-year-old. George Ketch- 
am, of Toledo, hearing the mare was to 
be sold at auction, decided to bid on 
her up to $1,500. But on sale day two 
ot'ier men, acting in concert, became 
mixed in their bidding, each thinking 
the other was the man Unit had the 
auctioneer's eye, so that Ketchani got 
the marc for $250. When she foaled 
Cresceus the youngster was a most 
ungainly, common-looking specimen of 
the trotting horse. No one on the farm 
regarded him of any possible value. 
As a yearling the homely colt was at- 
tacked by epizootic, and to relieve him 
a big blister was put. on his neck. As 
soon as it began to heal it Itched, mid 
the colt walked to the half-door of his 
stall and rubbed the neck until a hor- 
rible gaping wound that exposed the 
windpipe had been made. 
"Kill hlin," were the Instructions. 



Is at killing a horse, unless such action 
would be humane. So, as the colt 
looked better the day following his sen- 
tence to death, he was allowed to hang 
around— and got well right away. 
Then he was broken to harness, and 
It was weeks before he could trot at 
all, but finally he balanced himself, and 
then he could step right well for a 
yearlin;-. 

And right then began the wonder- 
ful merles of things that Cresceus did. 
The winter before he was a two-year- 
old — think of that — he was driven on 
the snow at Toledo and could beat 
most of the fast ones there. In. the 
spring he continued to be trained, and 
in no time at all it was seer, that he 
would do to race. He started twice 
that season and won his second race 
in 2:37'4, 2:86%, beating a field of 
fifteen. The average horseman would 
have seen to It that such a colt got a 
nice let-up until the following spring, 
but Cresceus was worked steadily on 
the snow. Early the following June he 
was started in a race with eight other 
three-year-olds and won. 

Then came a wonderful thing. On 
July 7th the. colt took second money 
In a race where the heats were around 
2:27. Two days later he started ngaln, 
and was again second, this time in 
2:36%. That was asking a lot for a 
green three-year-old the first week In 
July, but it was nothing compared with 
what he was set to do the next week 
at Springfield, O. On July 13th he was 
second to Minnie McGregor In 2:22'/i, 
2:22%, 2:26%. Just half an hour liner 
the colt was started In the 2:29 trot, 
and he won this race in 2:29%, 2:26Vi. 
2:25%, making six heats that day, In 
every one of which he was first or sec- 
ond. That would be about all for most 
horses in one week, but not for Cres- 
ceus. Two days later, on July 15th, he 
was pulled out for another race, and 
made Minnie McGregor go In 2:21Vi 
22:3%, 2:23. Three races In three days 
by a three-year-old, and first or second 
in every heat. Then he went to the 
next town, Clrclevllle, and five days 
later won a race in 2:21%, 2:22%, 
2:21%. 

All this was wonderful, but It abso- 
lutely was nothing to what Cresceus 
still was to achieve as a three-year- 
old, and there has been no trotter of 
that age since his day that stood a 
chance of duplicating his performances. 

|At the Columbus Grand Circuit meet- 
ing that year Ciesceus— don't forget he 
was a three-year-old — won one of the 
most remarkable races in the history 
of the trotting turf. It. was a ,2:17 trot 
(the record of Cresceus was 2:21%) 
and thirteen high-class aged horses 
took the word, with The Monk the fa- 
vorite — the same Monk that now Is a 
matinee horse. The race extended over 
two days, and eight heats were re- 
quired to finish It. Cresceus won the 
sixth, seventh and eighth heats In 
2:12%, 2:1154, 2:11%. The eighth heat 
was the fastest ever trotted, while the 
seventh was but a quarter of a second 
slower than the bes:t, and Incidentally 
Cresceus equaled the world's record for 
a three-year-old colt In a race. 

Imagine any three-year-old trotter 
of the present day, good as they are, 
going against a field <jf 2:17 class 
grand circuit horses and literally wear- 
ing them down, taking eight heats and 
two days lo do the trick and shatter- 
ing a couple of world's records in the 
process. That race was trotted on 
August 10th and 11th. How close 
could Gay Blngen, Ed. Custer. Cochato. 
and the other crack three-year-olds of 
the present season have come to dupli- 
cating it last month? It makes horse- 
men smile to hear the talk about pres- 
ent day three-year-olds when they 
hark back to Cresceus. 

But Cresceus did not stop with be- 
ing a champion three-year-old. He 
trained on and raced himself into glory. 
It was not long until he had the stal- 
lion record. Then he got the wagon 
record one day when there was noth- 
ing else to do. Then he went after 
the world's trotting mark, the 2:0S% of 
Allx, and he got It. He had every- 
thing there was in the way of glory 
for a trotting horse to have, and he 
had earned every honor in the most 
brilliant manner. Never was a horse 
more loved than was Cresceus by the 
American public. 

His presence was inspiring 1 , despite 
the fact that at rest he was far from 
a handsome horse, but <>nce under 
headway, he made the people in the 
grand stand think of a runaway loco- 
motive, and they never </red of iooking 
at him <>r cheering him when he won. 
He went from one od of the country, 
from Maine to Texas, from Massa- 
chusetts to California, and never gave 
a bad exhibition. When he was ten 
years old and visibly failing In speed 
he was retired to the stud. 

But they dragged him out to go In 
2:15 (visibly lame) at Galesburg, 111.

His first large yacht was turned out 
In 1898. Claud A. Allen gave him an 
order for a 52-footer, and the Forsa 
was the result of his work. In 1899 he 
designed the Clyde 20-ton class, and 
these boats were so good that they 
were raced until last season. In 1903 
A. W. Ucuclmrs ordered a 42-fopter. 
Both of these yachts have made history. 
The 52-footer Moyanu i* pronounced a 
masterpiece. Her draught and forward 
grip have made her a rare boat turn- 
ing to windward, Site goes about with 
astonishing ease: with Iter moderate over- 
hang she reaches steadily and with speed 
and makes a fine showing down the 
wind. Mr; iMylno's second attempt in 
this class, the Brltomnrte, built last 
year for W. P. Burton, was hardly up 
to Moyana's standard so far us prize- 
winning goes, but. Britomarte was some- 
thing in the way of an experiment 
in dealing with the long over- 
hang under the rule. Even now, with 
the experience of a season to judge by, 
it must not he too hastily decided that 
the yacht has fallen short of her desig- 
ner's expectations. She was an improve- 
ment toward the end of the season and, 
like Herreslioff's Sonya, she may do 
better this year. 

Last year there was great rivalry be- 
tween the Moyana and the Maymon, 
designed by Fife. The result was that 
the Maymon scored 13 firsts, 11 seconds 
and a third out of 36 starts, and the .'! 
year old Mayana 12 firsts, 5 seconds 
and a third out of 35 starts. The May- 
mon finished 34 matches and the May- 
ana 30. The Britomarte started 31 
times and finished 26, winning 6 firsts 
and 10 seconds. The Sonya was the 
last yacht In the season record. 

Last year Mylne headed the list In 
the six-foot class with the Thetis and 
his Army was third. All the four 19 
footers, with Lore In the lead, were of 
his design.

Upton's New Shamrock. 

A London article says: Alfred 
Mylne who has been commissioned by 
Sir Thomas Upton to design a yacht 
with which the Irish baronet expects 
to challenge for a race for die Ameri- 
ca's cup to be sailed next year, al- 
though a young man, has already made 
a mark as a designer. He began to 
work on yachts In the office of the late 
George L. Watson and was regarded 
by Mr. Watson as a man of exceptional 
ability. He has been ,•<. signing yachts 
for 15 years and is no>v about 35 years 
old. 

Since the death of Mr. Watson Mylne 
has ranked second as a designer to 
William Fife, and in classes where 
they come together Mr. Mylne has been 
remarkably successful. Until his last 
commission Mylne has not turned out 
anything larger than a 52-rater, and 
his Moyana, built In 11/03, Is a wonder- 
ful boat, and still a hard one to bent. 

Mr. Mylne Is a progressive man. He 
Is not so bound to British tradition as 
were Watson and Fife in turning out 
cup yachts. He knows that the chal- 
lengers have often, If not always, been 
beaten by their failure to build to the 
limit of the rule under which the 
yachts were constructed. Mylne Is 
now ready to go to the limit, as his 
reputation as a designer will depend 
very much on his success or failure. 

Shamrock IV. will be Mylne's first 
large yacht, and whether he designs 
her under the old or the new rule of 
measurement, she will have many new 
Ideas In form and construction, 

Mylne started 011 his own account as 
a designer In laOfi. At first he confin- 
ed his eqorts lo small yachts, and had 
much success with Memsahlb, Zltella, 
Wnsht.l and others. These vessels were 
followed In rapid succession by the 
Vtilmar, Jean, Shlroon, Susettq, Peyche, 



SWIMMING. 

Evolution of the Art, 

Twenty years ago no man living 
could swim 100 yards under bovi sec- 
onds; last year the record was brought 
as low as all seconds. During the same 
period 1 minute .W/j seconds has been 
knocked off the otKI yards lime, nearly 
il minutes off the half mile and the mile 
record has been reduced from 28 min- 
utes 10% seconds to 2-1 minutes 42 :t 
seconds, while proportionate reductions 
have been made at intermediate and 
greater distances. How enormous tins 
improvement In speed Is can he gath- 
ered from Hie fact that the champion 
of to-day could give the champion of 
1880 over 200 yards start in a mile race 
and beat him handsomely. 

But although our swimmers have 
gained speed, says London Tit-Bits, it 
is doubtful whether they are a whit 
superior in stamina to their predecess- 
ors of a score or move years ago; indeed, 
many, of the feats of the seventies and 
eighties could scarcely he eclipsed to- 
day. Thirty-one. years have gone since 
Captain Webb startled the world by 
breasting his; way across the English 
Channel, covering 39>/$ miles in S'fJ&'| 
hours — a feat which such doughty 
Whinners as Holben, Burgess, Holmes, 
Heaton and others have tried in vain 
to rival, 

Mr. Holmes has more than once had 
victory almost in his grasp, only to be i 
defeated within sight of '.he shore lie i 
had .struggled so long to reach. Ouccj 
he was actually Within three quarters' 
of a mile of St. Margaret's Bay when j 
he had to abandon the struggle. In the i 
same year (l!)02i he accomplished the' 
journey all but two miles, and in lUbi 
ho was five miles short of completing 
his task. It is only fair, however, lo 
these gallant swimmers to >h.v that even 
Captain Webb 'did not succeed nt the 
first time of asking, for in an attempt 
made 12 days before his successful 
crossing he was compelled to leave the 
water after covering only 12% miles. 

Twenty-two years ago Horace Daven- 
port performed a most creditable lent 
in crossing from Southsea to Hyde and 
linck in a choppy sea in ,"> hours min- 
utes, and about the same time Dalton is 
said to have swam the enormous dis- 
tance of 00 miles in the channel. 

Among other remarkable feats of 20 
years or more ago, in April, 1880, -I. 
Finney stayed under water in a tank 
at the Canterbury Theatre of Varie- 
ties for 1 minutes 20 seconds, a teat 
which has only once been beaten. Kin- 
ney also swam 11S yards 1 foot in 
costume under water, and with hisj 
hands tied behind his hack, picked up i'5 
coins with his mouth from the bottom 
of the tank. In 1SX0 1". Burns dived 
from the pier at Kunenrn (a heigh; of 85 
feet I, swam to Liverpool, walked to 
London, and crowned this curious com- 
bination by diving from London bridge.

Around the Mountain. 

In referring to the "Around the 
Mountain" race that has been arranged 
in Montreal,, the Montreal Herald, 
which was instrumental in starting It, 

says: 

The Montreal Herald's first "around 
the mountain" road race will be held 
on Thanksgiving Day. October 18th. 
Now that the cool weather is set in 
local runners arc preparing for this 
event, which will be the first of Its 
kind ever held in this section. Yes- 
terday afternoon representatives of 
The Herald, accompanied by Mr. J. M. 
McCualg, president of the Montreal 
District Harriers' League, and Mr. 
Roland Gomery, one of the best au- 
thorities on long distance running in 
Canada, went around the mountain 
with a view to mapping out a satis- 
factory course. The following was 
agreed on as most suitable: 

From Victoria Squr.re, up Beaver 
Hall, - Phillips Square, Union avenue, 
Sherbrooke street, Durocher street, 
Pine avenue, Park avenue, Mount Itoy- 
al avenue, Cote St. Catherine road, 
Cote des Nelges road, Notre Dame de 
Grace road, Snowdon Junction, CoteSt. 
Luke road, Cote St. Antolne road, Sher- 
brooke street. Mountain street, Dor- 
chester street, Windsor street, St. 
James street, Victoria Square. The 
distance Is estimated to be between 
twelve and thirteen miles. The course 
Is rather billy, but the roads are ex- 
cellent, and in many cases the runners I 
may take the grass if they prefer that 
to macadam. 

That the race will be a success is 
evidenced by the number of enquiries 
The Herald Is receiving as to the con- | 
dltions. Distance runners have writ- | 
ten from Ottawa, St. John, X. B., and I 
other points asking for Information, j 
and local runners have been quietly | 
getting Into condition for the race for | 
several months. It Is expected that the 
Montreal Harrier clubs will furnish 
twenty-five competitors, and also that 
some of the athletic associations will 
take so decided an interest in the event 
that they will offer team prizes. 

Entries are certain to come in from 
Toronto, Ottawa, and other cities and 
towns throughout Ontario, Quebec and ] 
the Maritime Provinces. Probably 
American entries are also likely to 
come In, as The Herald race will be 
something In the nature of a Dominion 
championship competition, Undouot- I 
edly there will be a large field of the | 
finest distance runners on the contin- 
ent who will participate In this race, 
and the one who wins will be another 
Sherrlng. 

The Herald's trophy has already been 
secured and will be on exhibition In 
Birks' jewelery establishment on St. 
Catherine street, in the course of a 
few days. This trophy will become 
the permanent property of the runner 
who wins It three times, not necessar- 
ily In succession. The name of the 
winner each year, with a suitable in- 
scription, will be engraved on the 
trophy. To a number of the runners, 
who finish in he firs* division will be 
given Individual medals or souvenirs. 
A number of clubs and people who are 
Interested In sports have signified the! 
desire to offer prizes, and doubtless 
by the time the race lakes place there 
will be many Incentives for a runner 
to finish well up in the race.

Have we ever 
found in the study of athletics that the 
swift foot racer, the game long distance 
runner, or the clever long distance 
jumper ever gave to his country sons 
who could out-distance his father at 
these games? If such has been the 
case, it has been passed without be- 
ing noticed by students of men, This 
naturally brings us to the question 
why? and the question why immediate- 
ly brings us to an answer, and there 
are two answers. One Is, It Is Impos- 
sible to continue the strain of the 
father In the son in human life on ac- 
count of the fact that while the man 
may be a sturdy athlete, the woman 
chosen lo be his wife may be of an en- 
tirely different nature, and the finer 
qualities within her off-set the sterner 
qualities of the man, and the sons in- 
stead of being sturdy athletes may be 
highly developed students, scientists or 
professional men. The second answer 
to the question why will be found in 
the fact that most athletes make phy- 
sical wrecks of themselves In order to 
attain the goal held out to the winner. 
Could we gather together all the win- 
ners of the Herald road race I doubt 
If we could find many specimens that 
would be chosen as most liable to de- 
velop and build up the human race 
physically In the next generation. I 
am informed that some of the best 
road racers this country has ever seen 
are physical wrecks today, unable to 
stamp their progeny In the next gener- 
ation with anything except the germs 
of disease. If this be so, then road 
that it had been carried to In this coun- 
that It has been carrld to in this coun- 
try. Is not beneficial either to the In- 
dividuals participating In the present 
generation, or to their progeny in the 
next generation. I believe that any 
helpful exercise is good, and I do not 
claim that road racing up to five miles 
under proper conditions would be 
harmful. And that this Is so, cannot 
but be plain to any student of physical 
life. If we wish to run a horse a one, 
two or thrcti mile race, what do we 
choose? A Clydesdale, a Shire, or a 
thoroughbred runner? We choose 
the thoroughbred runner because his 
ancestors have been mated for gener- 
ations to produce the runner, have 
been bred not only for speed, but for 
endurance, strength and gameness. 
And In the horse race If any horre had 
a defect in his breeding, if his ances- 
tors have been tainted with blood oth- 
er than the best, It will show 
in the race, and he will fail to make 
good. Sow we come to look at the 
human :'amlly, and when men begin to 
prepare themselves for a long race, 
what have they got to build on In the 
way of breeding? What were their 
ancestors as road racers? — Nothing. 
Their fathers may have been men who 
could not run fast enough to keep 
themselves warm In July, and their 
mothers may have tipped the scales at 
200 pounds — mostly fat. So that the 
beginning of the road runner is no- 
thing, and the experience of the past 
few years has taught us that in many 
cases his end Is nothing, so that I 
rather look upon the whole affair aH a 
lot of strenuous overtaxing exercise for 
nothing.

Abe Willis was the only one of that 
famous bunch thBt met defeat, and ha 
got his from George Dixon, who at that 
time was just coming to the top like 
a house afire. 

Since the advent of the above fa- 
mous fighters and champions Australia 
•has sent us nothing of note or of 
championship calibre. Hock Keyes is 
about the best they have shipped over, 
(and he is no devil. 

It Is the same with their oarsmen. 
Since the death of Searles— and he wus 
without doubt the greatest man that 
ever sat in a "shell" — that country has 
given us no world beaters. .. -r • 

Outside of Searles, the best they had 
was Beach and with the passing of 
this pair the Antipodes never sttrred 
the racing world with anything that 
could even be compared with this pair. 

One thing we must give to them, 
and that is the appreciation for the 
great athletes that represented them. 
Take Searles, and he had the largest 
funeral that ever took place in Aus- 
tralia, if not in the world. A monu- 
ment raised by popular subscription 
rests over his grave, and the granite 
pile represents over $100,000 collected 
among his countrymen. 

Peter Jackson was remembered like- 
wise. A splendid monument marks his 
last resting place. Not so handsome 
and so imposing as the one erected to 
Searles, but a beautiful and massive 
marble shaft Is placed where Peter 
took his final count. 

It does seem strange how the scene 
shifts, and makes a fellow wonder 
whether England and America will ever 
allow their athletes to decay and pass 
away as have the other two" countries. 

The English Rugby football has ap- 
parently been taken up by the students 
of the California colleges with great 
interest. The San Francisco Chronicle 
In referring s to the game, says: The 
Rugby football season was inaugurated 
here last Monday, when one hundred 
and ten students turned out on Stan- 
ford field as candidates for the first 
Rugby fifteen that Is to go against 
the Blue and Gold next November. The 
Stanford undergraduates have taken 
hold of the game with remarkable zest 
and enthusiasm, and they are just as 
much Interested in the English sport 
as they were in the old game,. In or- 
der to make the new Rugby game the 
universal form of play on the Coast, 
President Benjamin Ide Wheeler of the 
State University lias sent letters to all 
the high schools of the state pointing 
out the advantages of the game.

By taking this step the bend 
of the State University at Berkeley 
made an endeavor to have the game In- 
troduced Into the Academic Athletic 
League. of the bay cities. His proposal 
met with defeat. The high school lads 
of the cities about the bay would have 
nothing to do with thii new form of 
play. When President Wheeler added 
that it. would only be a matter of time 
before all the teams of the state would 
be following the new style of play, the 
Officers of tho league laughed. Definite, 
arrangements have been made with 
the Rugby teams of Victoria and Van- 
couver to come down and. meet Cali- 
fornia and Stanford. It Is reported, 
too, that Santa Clara college is going 
to try a whack at the English game. 
The Santa Clarans play strenuously 
anything that they play at all, ani 
consequently there will be more fun 
for the university men. Some of the 
contributors to the pink supplement of 
this paper have spoken with scorn of 
the game played by the Canadians, but 
none the less our friends from above 
the northern line will probably be able 
1o teach the Cnlifornlans a few things. 
With Vancouver, Victoria, and possibly 
Nevada nnd Santa .Clara, to meet, be- 
sides plenty of Interclass games, the 
universities will not he so badly up 
against It for the practice as they 
feared. The quality of the practice 
may not be the most desirable, but It 
will help.

The National Trades and Labor Con-

Another evil 
that they are trying to combat Is wage 
British Labor | earning school children who are, they 
claim, overworked. Mrs. Macdonald 
also gave a very Intelligent account of 
the sweating exhibition which was re- 
cently held in London, when forty 
workers were showing tlie nature of 
work done and the pitiably small 
amount received per piece or per hour. 
Many working for as little as two 
cents, and In some Instances one and 
a half cents per hour. 



Apropos of prison made goods which 
is dealt with In section 5 of the execu- 
tive's report to the Trades and Labor 
Congress last week.the Hamilton Herald 
has this to say: "Labor organizations 
are strongly opposed to prison labor 
when the product comes into competi- 
tion with honest labor, and for some 
years there has been a strong agita- 
tion for Its abolition. The Ontario 
government has been criticized for en- 
tering into a contract with the Taylor- 
Scott company, for the manufacture 
of woodenware, and an effort Is being 
made to have It cancelled. The lubor 
people of Michigan recently scored 
quite a victory when the supreme court 
decided that a contract entered into by 
the authorities of the Jackson prison 
for the manufacture of brooms by the 
convicts was contrary to the stale 
constitution. In other states a light Is 
also being made against prison labor. 
The Central Federated Union of New 
York has asked for a law to prohibit 
the importation of prison made goods 
from other states, but it has not come 
before the legislature yet." 

Barbers In Terre Haute have adopt- 
ed new rules which provide that the 
shops shall open at 7 in the morning 
and close at 7 in the evening, save on 
Saturday night when 11 o'clock is to 
bo the closing hour. The price of a 
shave has been increased to 15 cents, 
and as the journeymen for the most 
part work on a per cent, their wages 
will be affected considerably by the 
raise. 

What President Roosevelt thinks of 
trades unions: "I strongly believe in 
trades unions, wisely and justly han- 
dled, In which the rightful purpose to 
benefit those connected with them is 
not accompanied by a desire to do in 
justice or wrong to others. I believe 
in the duty of capitalists and wage 
workers to try to seek one another 
out, to understand each other's point 
of view, and to endeavor to show broad 
and kindly human sympathy one with 
the other." 

According to statistics given out by 
the officers of the International Cigar- 
makers' Union, the average length of 
life of union clgarmakers has Increas 
ed over fifteen years since 1S88, the 
span of the cignrmaker's life having In- 
creased eight years In that period. The 
percentage of those who died from 
tuberculosis was reduced from 51 per 
cent. In 1888 to 24 per cent. In 1905. 
The statement sets forth that these 
improvements followed and were the 
result of the establishment of '.he 
eight-hour day in 1888. 

The scarcity of sailors is causing a 
great deal of uneasiness In local ship- 
ping circles at present, and unless the 
situation becomes more promising very 
shortly it may seriously interfere with 
many of the merchant craft fulfilling 
obligations to their charters. On every 
side is heard the same story that it Is 
Impossible to obtain the necessary 
crews. Several ships are at present 
being delayed more than the reasonable 
amount of time on this account, and 
others will be in the same position In 
the near future. It may be, however, 
that the situation may be relieved 
somewhat by the return of many of 
the men who have been engaged at 
the canneries during the summer. 

Labor statistics show that the San 
Francisco workman is recivlng the 
highest wages paid generally anywhere 
In the world and there is every pros- 
pect that the high scale will continue 
throughout the reconstruction period. 
Today the minimum scale Is universal- 
ly disregarded.

workmen, and therefore'- merit is not 
cultivated." For this general condition 
the chief blame Is placed on employers, 
as It is as common In "open" as In 
union shops. 

All on One Dead Level. 
This astonishing statement follows: 
"Even when the shop foreman Is aware 
of special merit In some of his men, he 
Is not allowed by the management, as a 
rule, to Increase the wages of such 
men. I write from practical experi- 
ence of British workshop methods, and 
1 say, without fear of contradiction, 
that it is well nigh Impossible to hud, 
throughout the length and breadth of 
the country, a large shop in whic! the 
best worker Is paid a single shilling a 
week more than the worst one!" If 
one were urgulng the case for the em- 
ployers, It would be pertinent to sug- 
gest that the unions are responsible 
for this most deplorable system, by so 
screwing up the wages of the worst 
that there Is nothing left as special 
Inducement for the best. However, 
the fact remains that a general sys- 
tem which has the grand result re- 
ported by Mr. Good In the very "work- 
shop of the world," Is a rank and com- 
plete failure. 

Getting Together. 
A>s a first step toward a better un- 
derstanding between employers and 
workmen, the employer or manager 
should spend more of his time among 
the men at the bench. Where there 
are so many of them that this Is not 
feasible It Is recommended that con- 
sultative committees should be form- 
ed. These should be elected by the 
men, and should be met by the man- 
agement every month. At the confer- 
ences there should be full and frank 
discussion up 3ii ev.uy topic affecting 
the works, the workers and the in- 
dustry in general If abstract poli- 
tical questions were discussed, some 
good and no harm would be done. 
In very large establishments records 
of the proceedings should be published 
In a monthly journal and distributed 
among the work people. These con- 
ferences would bring to the attention 
of the employers evils and aliases of 
which they are now ignorant, and 
would very probably result in valuable 
suggestions for the Improvement of 
their business. They might also avert 
many a strike, and have a most bene- 
ficial effect upon all concerned. In 
many concerns this plan is now in 
force, and there Is no record of either 
employer or employee finding It result 
in harm.

Among the curliest scientists to visit 
Vesuvius after the late eruption was 
'Dr. Venturino Sabatin, from whose re- 
port the following description of the out- 
hurst and its results has been taken. 
Ihe eruption brought to a close a phase 
In the activity of the volcano whicn nan 
lasted thirty years, during which period 
the crater former in 1872 became gradu- 
ally filled by the quiet welling up of lava 
iu the interior, only a few of the erup- 
tions making their effects visible exter- 
nally, though in course of time the pil- 
ing up of material changed the pro- 
file of the summit considerably. 

Between 5 and (I a. ni, on April 4, a 
fissure opened on the southeastern side 
of the cone at an altitude of 3,60(1 feet,

"Copper is a marvelous preventive of 
disease. If we returned to the old cop- 
per drinking vessels of our forefathers, 
typhoid epidemics would disappear." 

The speaker, a filtration expert, took 
a copper cent from his pocket. 

^Examine this cent under the micro- 
scope," he said, '"ami you will find it 
altogether free from disease germs. 
Exniniue gold and silver coins and you 
will find them one wriggling and con- 
torting germ mass. Vet cupper coins 
pass through dirtier hands than gold 
and silver ones — you'd think they'd he 
alive with microorganisms. But., no. 
Copper kills germs. Diphtheria and 
cholera cultures, smeared on a copper 
cent die in less than two hours. 

"They have many cholera epidemics 
in China, but certain towns are always 
immune. These towns keep their drink- 
ing wntcr in great copper vessels. 
Travelers have tried to buy these ves- 
sels, for they are beautiful, but the 
villagers will not sell them. They have 
a superstition that their health and 
welfare depend on their retention. 1 
wish all superstitions were as true and 
salutary as that. 

"The workers in the Revere Copper 
works, during the last epidemic of 
cholera In Massachusetts were immune, 
though friends ami relatives felf on all 
sides of them. Why were they im- 
mune? Tin; copper, with its strange 
power over disease germs, protected 
them. 

"Water, alive with cholera and ty- 
phoid germs, has been placed, for an 
experiment, in copper vessels, and af- 
ter standing seven hours this water has 
been found safe t ) drink — every germ 
dead. 

"We should return to copper drinking 
vessels. Furthermore, canteens for the 
use of soldiers and sailors iu the trop- 
ics, where cholera abounds, should be 
lined with copper, and thus many a 
young man's life would be saved. 

"Copper in the form of copper sul- 
phate will kill off typhoid germs in 
reservoirs and great bodies of water. 
It has frequently done so without harm- 
ing the drinking qualities of the water 
in any way. Why is it. therefore, that 1 
the water in our reservoirs is not mi- 
croscopically esaroined for disease germs 
every day, and the germs, if they are 
found, killed with copper? Why, for 
that matter, since the copper is harm- 
less, is not all water, before we drink 
it. treated with copper sulphate, so that 
we may be sure of takinc into nur 
stomachs no living and dangerous organ- 
isms?"

A CARELESS MISTAKE. 



dense column of smoke rose noove the 
crater, black ashes falling at Naples in 
the evening. On April 5 n second fis- 
sure opened nt a lower level, and n lava 
stream flowed two and one half miles 
to within some 50O yards of Boso Tre- 
ease. On the fltli a still more copious j 
stream poured forth, and by mid-day of 
the 7th had approached to about 500 
yards from Torre Annunziata. By the 
evening the main crnter began to hurl 
out large white hot blocks, with the 
accompaniment of loud detonations and 
flashes of light, while at the same time 
a ruin of lapilli and ashes began the des- 
truction of Ottnjnno and San Guiseppe. 
Earthquake shocks were felt at Naples 
and elsewhere. On the 8th the ashes, 
which continued to fall in great qunnti, 
lies, were reddish gray, instead of biack 
as at first, and were sometimes so dense 
as to form a dark pall, rendering artific- 
ial light necessary iu the daytime. This 
cloud extended to n distance of 100 
miles, while a fall of ashes took place 
at Venice, Paris, etc. 

A rough calculation places the total 
amount of ashes and lapilli which fell 
at 85.000,000 cubic meters, the place 
most damaged being Ottajnno. The lava 
streams occupied a sector of 80 degrees, 
and evidently had their source at vari- 
ous points of the crater. The three 
principal ones reached a height of ten to 
twelve feet, and in places double this 
amount.' This lava was very rapidly 
disintegrated, probably because it wns 
formed of n chnotie mixture of irregular 
blocks and fragments. 

As regards the more general results, 
Dr. Sabatine points out that, while 
lesser outbreaks increase the height of 
the volcano, a catastrophe like that of 
April last tends to lower it. Whatever 
may have been the case in 70 A.D.. we 
know that this was the result in 1681 
and 170-1, when the cone appeared af- 
ter the eruptions as if truncated. Simi- 
larly, the pointed profile of March last 
exists no longer, and the present height 
seems below that of the crater of 1872, 
though the reduction does not probably 
exceed 330 feet. Besides this, the whole 
form of the mountain has been changed, 
the old fissures having disappeared, 
whole sections of the crnter wall fallen 
in, and the whole surface having been 
covered with n thick layer of ashes. 
These still retnined a high temperature 
on April 14, and, owing to their loose 
nature, were constantly slipping down 
hill or being raised into the air by the 
wind. 

Except nt the time of the most vio- 
lent outbursts, the smoke rose quietly 
from three fissures in three unbroken 
columns, accompanied by puffs of smoke 
much resembling balls of cotton wool. 
Owing to their great density these rapid 
Iv fall to the ground, and as the dens- 
ity and weight increase, give rise to the 
avalanches of hot ashes which have been 
frequently reported and of which the 
occurrence is now definitely established. 
These are renlly nothing but the so-call- 
ed "glowing clouds" of very restricted 
mobility, uud the phenomenon may occur 
whenever the necessary conditions are 
present, and may occasionally lead to 
destructive results.

manity e-; "^-."hing more that] tlje 
creature of a day, is the productivity of 
the soil. Speculators nnd land grubbers 
have through government grants and 
otherwise absorbed much of tho nation- 
al heritage. Only one half the land ill 
private hands is now tilled. Thai I ill 
age 4i'cs not produce one half of whm 
the land might be made to produce, 
without losing ouc atom of lis Ecrtil 
ity. Yet the waste of the country's 
treasure has proceeded so far Unit the 
actual value of the soil for productive 
purposes has already deteriorated more 
than it should have done in live cen- 
turies of use. 

Mr. Hill continued; "Within twenty 
years 125,00(1,000 people, and before the 
middle of the century over 200,000.000. 
must find room and food and employ- 
ment within the United Stales. Where 
are they to lijo. What are t hoy lo 
doV By that time our mineral re- 
sources will have been so nearly ex- 
hausted thai the industries related to 
them must fall into a minor place, By 
that time it is apparent thai our dreams 
of conquest of world markets will he a 
bursted bubble. The people of I he Ori- 
ent, the hundreds of millions of Japan 
und China, with their imitative quality, 
their proved ability to operate modern 
machinery and to create' it in their own 
workshops ; lifter once using it ; their 
enormous supply of coal and irou, their 
limitless cheap labor and their patience 
like that of Fate, are prepared to con- 
trol the markets of the future. Within 
twenty years under present conditions 
our wheat crop will not be sufficient for 
home consumption and seed, without 
leaving a bushel for. export. Will these 
coming millions go into the factories? 
Tint where can we then expect to sell 
shop products in u world of compcti- 
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Trees from this 



igainst the false notion that wealth 
built upon these at the sacrifice of the 
fundamental form of wealth production 
can endure. The people must recognize 
that the tillage of Ihe soil is the natural 
and most desirable occupation for man. 
"Then there will be a check administer- 
ed to the city movement that lowered 
the percentage of agricultural labor to 
the >vholo body of persons engaged in 
gainful occupations in the United gwwn only 
States from -14.:; in 1880 io 37.7 in 1890 
and to 85.7 iii 1900. With public inter- 
est firmly fixed upon the future the 
country, in mere sell'-preserviitimi. must 
give serious at tent inn to the practical 
occupation of restoring agriculture to its 
due position in the nation." 

Canada has not nenred the danger 
point which Mr. Hill believes tbe Uni- 
ted Slates has reached. [Jut Our peo- 
ple have been wasteful of the country's 
resources. There is everywhere a tend- 
nncy to bring out of tbe land all it will 
yield without returning to it what is 
imperatively required for the mainten- 
ance of its fertility. We have dealt 
extravagantly with our forest ureas, 
and the growth of our cities at the ex- 
pense of the farm 1ms long been n fea- 
ture of life in Ontario. A personal 
study by Canadians of Mr. Hill's -econ- 
omic pronouncement may have useful 
results. 



NTIL very recently California 
wns the only place on the Pa- 
cific Coast where walnuts 
were grown, and iL was generally 
thought that the climate farther 
north was not suitable for their 
production. The explanation for 
this seems to be that the varieties 
lirst brought to the West were Import- 
ed from Spain to .Mexico and Spanish 
South America. These were for years 
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being grown with wonderful success at 
the Rockside orchard at Victoria. 

Nino years ago Mr. Palmer planted 
n tew walnut trees as an experiment, 
and so doubtful iyas he of their, success 
that lie neglected to prune, allowing 
them to grow as nature first designed, I 
rather than In the form most suitable 
for commercial purposes. Tbe growth 
has been wonderful, exceeding even the 
fruit trees that surround them, l-'ive j 
years ago they commenced to bear In 
small quantities, Increasing every year. 
This year then- Is fruit on all the trees 
and the several varieties can be readily 
distinguished. 



Us the supply and makes the trees 
very expensive. Sninil trees cannot be 
secured for less than nbout S3 each. 
There are cheap trees on the market 
but they are usually valueless. In or- 
der to solve this knotty problem, ex- 
periments have been conducted In the 
state of Oregon with trees raised from 
seed and it has been proved that trees 
of the first generation are true to name 
and bear equally as well as those bud- 
ded. That means that seed from a 
budded or grafted tree will bring trees 
of the same variety as tbe progenitors, 
but their seed will not be true, and its 
product is, therefore, quite valueless 
commercially. 

The walnut is what is known botan- 
ically as a monoecious plant, which 
means that the pistillate and stamln- 
ato flowers are quite distinct, but they 
grow on the same tree, in other words 
there are both male and female flowers 
growing on the same tree. If even the| 
first generation seed would bo kept 
true, the trees must he isolated from all 
other varieties or cross fertilization 
may result. ' Be sure then, when buy- 
ing, that trees are secured from relia- 
ble dealers,' and that 'the persuasive 
agent does not make you believe that 
some other variety Is just as good. The 
franquette has so far given the best 
results In Oregon, and doubtless It will 
also prove the best here, at anyrate, 
it has been proved here, while many of 
the other varieties have been proved, to 
bo useless even in Oregon. 

As tho trees grow to a much larger 
size than apple or other fruit, It Is well 
to plant them from forty to sixty feet 
apart unless the trees are very plenti- 
ful. In that case they may be planted 
thirty feet apart nnd then when they 
begin to crowd each other, every alter- 
nate tree may bo cut down. 

The walnut is said to be a much 
more regular cropper than any other 
trees, and for that reason Is a good 
alternative when the fruit crop Is 
small. The market for nuts Is large 
and continually growing. The advance 
of the vegetarian movement makes a 
gradual Increase In the demand and it 
Is likely to continue to Increase, but 
at an accelerated pace. Tbe fruit keeps 
well throughout tho year and even 
longer, so that the price is likely to 
bo more stable than for perishable 
goods. Besides these advantages there 
Is the fact that the nut grove becomes 
even more valuable as the years pass 
by. The next generation and jthe one 
following It will be the gainers if tho 
men of today decide to plant, und plant 
wisely. Perhaps, however, the greatest 
advantago walnut culture has over 
fruit Is the Immunity of the trees from 
disease and insect pests. The trees 
in Rockside orchard have never been 
pruned or sprayed, yet they are in per- 
fect health, and already crowding each 
other too closely. 

The notion is very prevalent that the 
person who plants walnut trees is a 
sort of philanthropist 'who gels no gain 
for himself. ' He must -wait, peoplo 
imagine, for a generation before his 
trees begin to bear. That seems to 
have been the case in England. One of 
my earliest recollections in that coun- 
try Is of a. tree In the garden that must 
have been at that time ten or twelve 
feet high. Fifteen to twenty years 
later the tree had borne perhaps one 
hundred nuts. If this sort of tiling was 
gerieral'it Is? -fib wonder that tho people 
of a new country who are struggling to 
make a home and a living at the same 
time, do not plant walnuts. 

V.'hile it is true that the trees Im- 
prove with age. Mr. Palmer has plain- 
ly shown that nuts in small quantities 
can be obtained tile fourth year from 
planting, and that the crop Increases 
with tlTe years. So much has this im- 
pressed Mm that he is now raising a 
large number of young first generation 
trees from his own nuts. 

He is happy In having trees of his 
own from tbe original French stock, so 
that the product can be relied upon. 
A few of the nurserymen in Oregon 
have first-generation trees, but many 
of the trpes on tho market are either 
second generation or some other va- 
j rlety. 

i it would seem to bo a safe invest- 
ment to plant a five-acre plot to nuts 
'here on Vancouver Island, and it is to 
be hoped that nut groves will become 
almost as common as orchards for, if 
reports from our southern neighbors be 
correct, there is money in it.

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My fox terrier has shown me time 
; and again that he not only loves music 
but that he also possesses the power 
' of musical discrimination, Certain mus- 
ical keys are agreeable to him, and 
certain other keys are exceedingly dis- 
- tasteful. When I execute compositions 
on the piano that are written in the key 
of P sharp he will lie on the floor of 
the music room for hours at a time, 
seemingly listening to the music with 
much enjoyment. When I play a inarch, 
wait a or polka t]int is written in the 
key of B flat lie will immediately show 
that the music is disagreeable to him 
by running about the room and - by 
going out as soon as the door is opened 
Again, when the music is pleasing, 
he will sometimes utter howls "in tune" 
or in accord with the fundamental note 
of the key in which the composition is 
written. 

'.My attention was first directed to 
this power of musMeal discrjuiiliation 
in dogs by the actions of an exceed- 
ingly intelligent collie, the property of 
a neighbour. This dog lived next 
door to a church, the bell of which sound- 
ed G natural. Whenever this bell 
was rung the collie would utter howls 
. in accord with G natural. Sometimes 
though rarely, his howls would be in 
the note of G natural itself. 

Very frequently dogs will give utter- 
ance to cries that are not in accord 
with the key note. At first T attributed 
tins to dislike, but recent observations 
lead me to believe that these false 
notes are due to lack of skill. 

At first glance this power of musical 
consonance in dogs seems to he due to 
phenomenal intelligence. On mature 
consideration, however, we discover that 
it is the result of a natural law and one 
that we observe in many dllierent gen 
era and species of the animal kingdom 

I refer to the law of imitation. We 
observe it in some form or other in 
birds, monkeys, dogs, sheep, cattle, 
even in insects. In the lower races 
of man it is strikingly evident. The 
dog's bark is a direct result of this law. 

This animal. 11! its wild state, is 
mute: its barking lias been evolved by 
its domestication, its association with 
man. Our primitive ancestors, when 
they first lamed the dog, talked to it; 
the dog endeavored to answer its mas- 
ter in kind. Hence, originated barking. 
•Romones even ventures the assertion 
that it is "only an anatomical barrier 
and a psychical accident " that forbid 
speech to the dog!" In point of fact, 
dogs, like parrots, have been taught to 
speak words, by phrases even, and 
the above quoted author instances one 
animal whose vocabulary contained over 
a hundred words. 

The Dog and the Echo 

Dogs have discovered that pleasing 



and mysterious phenomenon the cello, 
and seem to elicit from it a wonderful 
fund of enjoyment. When 1 first ad- 
vanced this, idea, it met with quite au 
amount of opposition. Of recent "years, 
however, observers, both in this country 
mid abroad, have concurred with me 
in this matter. 

If a dog which is in the habit of "bay- 
ing at the moon" be closely watched, it 
will be noticed that while giving his 
nocturnal concerts, he will occupy the 
same spot or spots night after night, 
furthermore, if the observer will ex- 
periment he will also discover that an 
echo is invariably to be heard from 
such' spot or spots. Of course, barking, 
in a dog is often excited by the barking 
of another dog; consequently the ob- 
server must take this fact into consid- 
eration when making observations and 
experiments. 

1 noticed that one of my dogs,, a 
spaniel, was in the habit of crawling 
under a certain honeysuckle bush when- 
ever lie gave a serenade. The closest 
observation on my part failed to dis- 
cover an echo, and my theory seemed 
to be in danger of refutation, Finally 
it occurred to me to occupy the dog's 
position beneath the bush und then 
try t or au echo. With much dllllcuTty , 
1 at length succeeded in getting ben en I'll 
the honeysuckle, whence I sent forth 
several howling harks. Greatly to liiy 
satisfaction an echo was heard coming 
from some buildings a quarter of a utile 
away. Owing lo some peculiar acous- 
tic conditions or environments the echot 
was not to be heard save from this, one 
spot beneath the bush, The dog had 
evidently discovered this echo by acci- 
dent and lie was alone in knowledge, 
for not one of the other dogs ever sang 
his solo from this spot. 

My fox ferried rauljs the piano above 
all other musical instruments. Its tim- 
bre seems to be especially pleasing to 
his ears. The violin comes next in 
his power of pleasing, followed by the 
organ. The flute, piccoln and flageolet 
rank about the same, but the cornet — 
in fact, all brasses, no matter what 
Ihn lf„y •■•■iv he — are nut all agreeable 
to him. The dog is remarkably intelli- 
gent and lias heard good music since 
his earliest infancy, hence, perhaps the 
phenomenal powers of discrimination in 
the matter of harmonious tonal vibra- 
tions. 

A Dog That Detested False Notes 

At one time there lived in my town 
a largo Portugese bloodhound which 
was owned by Lieutpnuut , Conway of 
the United States Navy. A short time 
before Conway's death, while talking 
of tlie phenomena] intelligence of this 
dog, he -informed me that this- animal 
possessed such a discriminating ear for

music that lie could lit once tell when 
the bugler of the ship made n mil. take 
in sounding the various ship's calls. 
On one occasion when the musician 
was sounding "lights out" or some oilier 
call, one of his shipmates stuck a pin 
into him. In his pain and surprise, the 
bugler made a false note. The dog, 
Which was some distance nway, uttered 
a dismal howl nnd at once went below. 
Repeated experiments after this occur* 
rencc demonstrated the fact Hint ihv 
dog could really tell when a mistaka 
In the calls was made. 

The actress, Almee, once owned 'n 
King Charles spaniel that wns peculiar- 
ly susceptible to music. On one occa- 
sion, this animal escaped from her 
dressing room while the actress was 
"doing her turn" on the stage, and, 
for n few moments, held the beards ill 
defiance of his mistress and the stage 
hands, who tried 'to capture him. He 
rushed here and there about the stnge 
in a wild and fantastic -dunce, ottering 
howls and sharp yelping barks. He was 
finally captured by the villian in the 
play, who fell on him, thereby nearly 
squeezing the life out of him. His 
mistress explained to the audience In 
her queer English, that the "inooseck 
always made Mm crazce and inflame. 
She told me thai Hie dog had alwa.^ 
shown a fondness for music. The ma- 
jority of dogs are "music deaf";" only 
the favored few possess musical uiscritn- 
i unt ion. 

Two Singing Mice 

Several years ago n ''singing mouse" 
lived in my lather's library: it was my 
privilege to hear this little musician on 
several occasions. My father was in 
the habit of taking luneli about 11 
o'clock at night, and he would in- 
variably throw the criunhs to his tilty| 
visitor.' Shortly before lunch time, the 
mouse would niak<> his appearance, 
and, sitliug erect on its haunches, be- 
gin its tuneful little song. I use the 
word tuneful advisedly, for there- was 
a great deal of melody in the simple 
theme which mode up this creature's 
musical effort. 

Its song, in timbre, bore some re- 
semblance to that of the canary, 
There , were, however, no cadenzas, 
though I noticed passages in which 
there were both ascending and descend- 
ing scales of four notes. There was 
also considerable thrilling, which made 
the song most bird-like in character. 

Not long since a singing mouse took 
up its abode beneath the mailt elpieee 
ill my bedroom. I' beard it sing on 
numerous occasions, hut its song was not 
so pleasing, nor was it so well rendered 
as that of my father's little songster. 

Mice frequently show that they are 
influenced by music. .The" organist of 
the First Presbyterian Church of this 
town (Owcnsboro, Ky.t gave me a re- 



markable, instance of this fact. In re- 
lating liia p.vperieiice with a inusic-loV 
lug mouse, he said: 

"When I • lived in Cuba, N. \\, a 
mouse dwelt beneath a bookcase in my 
music roomy nnd I often performed the 
following experiment: Sett ting myself 
at the piano, 1 would begin improvising 
softly. Iu a few moments the mouse 
would come from beneath . the book- 
case, approach the centre of the room, 
and standing on its hind feet, listen 
intently to the music. A loud chord oil 
the piano would send it scampering 
away to its home. I would then resumo 
my pianissimo improvisation itnd the 
mouse would soon return to its forme!' 
station near the centre' of the room, 
only to vanish again as 'soon as the loud 
chords were "struck." 

Mice Charmed by Music 
In a highly interesting and valuable 
letter to me. Miss Ada Sterling tells 
of her experiments with some music 
loving mice. Miss Sterling was bouse 
hunting, and while standing In one of 
the rooms of a vacant house, "planning 
certain tilings and humming softly lo 
myself," she writes. '« shadowy some- 
thing caught my eye. and I discovered 
il little mouse," very young evidently, 
then another, and another, until four 
were near, I did |loi attribute this lame- 
ness to music, an,! in surprise turned 
to see if there were others about. In- 
stantly they scampered off, my nc'joll 
having frightened them. 

"When 1 finally arrived at the con- 
clusion that music had attracted them, 
I snt down and began lo bum. this time 
with an open sound instead of a closed 
tone In a second the little creatures were 
out again standing perfectly still as if 
the song gave them delight. Urnduiilly 
I swelled the tone, and yet they were 
undisturbed until I became loo bold and 
gave n clear, sharp, full sound, and Ht 
once frightened them. 

"I experimented in this way for more 
than a month, never missing my au- 
dience, and by this time the little crea- 
tures, grown so fat and hold as to 
cause serious damage, were ruthlessly 
caught and killed." 

A celebrated violinist once told me 
that, owing to his poverty, he hnd been 
compelled, at one period of his life, to 
dwell in an old and dilapidated house 
Which fairly swarmed with rats. 
He noticed that these animals were 
"peculiarly susceptible to minor chords 
or to composition played in minors, and 
that quick, lively music would bring 
them forth from their lurking places 
ill great numbers. A few abrupt disson- 
nnt chords would, invariably, send them 
scurrying to their holes." 

A "violinist of -'■ Louisville, Ky., Mr. 
Karl Bencdik, informed me that he re- 
peatedly noticed' that several mice, 
which lived in h ! s room, were influenced 



by the music of his violin, In experi- 
menting with them ho discovered that 
"when lie played nil andante movement 
'pianissimo, they appeared to listen with 
pleasure; but when he played an allegro 
in quick tempo and forte, they would 
immediately run away." j i 

The legend of the "Pied Piper pf 
Hamlin" is by no means confined to 
Europe, It appeals, iu some form or 
other. In the myths and folk lore tales 
of certain Asiatic races; of the Tagols 
and Dynks, und of several tribes of the 
Malayan Archipelago, thus showing that 
almost everywhere mice and rats are 
found, people have noticed that they 
are influenced by music. 

Quail That Sought out Singers 
This paper does not especially deal 
with those natural musicians, the 
birds, insects, and frogs, whose songs 
constitute so much of the aesthetic in 
nature; hut the following instance nt 
the love of music iu a bird is so unique 
thnt 1 will relate it in detail, just as it 
was told me by a prominent attorney 
of my city. 

This gentleman, cany in life, lived 
hi the country, and, on one occasion, suc- 
ceeded in rearing two quail from eggs 
placed beneath a brooding barn-yard 
lien. Those birds grew to maturity, 
and became so tame that they ran about 
the premises with the utmost freedom, 
they seemed to enjoy the caresses of 
the children nnd other members of the 
household. 

My Informant has musical tastes, as 
have the other members of bis family, 
consequently it was their custom to give 
nightly concerts. "We were in the 
habit," said he, "of going to the side 
some distance from the house, and 
there singing to the accompaniment of 
the violin and guitar. 

" The quail roosted on a dresser in the 
kitchen hut, as soon as the music began, 
they left their perch and flew to the 
stile, no matter how late in the night 
il might be, and there they would stay, 
perched on the shoulders of the mu- 
sicians, until the concert was over; they 
would then return lo their roost in the 
kitchen. They seemed to be pnssionate- 
ly fond of the singing voice, and would 
seek out a singer, wherever he or she 
might he, whenever they heard the 
round of singing." 

A Spider and an Organist 
One day, while listening to the organ- 
ist of the First Presbyterian Church of 
this city, I saw a spider descend and 
hang from its silken strnnd just above 
the hands of the performer. The on- 
ganist was playing the tender and np- 
pealiiu second movement of chopin's 
"Marohe Funebre," and the spider, as 
was afterwards demonstrated by ex- 
periment, was completely enthralled by 
the music. Viol d'nmour, flute and 



vox humana stops were being used, mid 
the character of the tones was low und 
melodious. 

The musician suddenly dropped ins 
hands to the great organ, anil burst into 
one of Cuilmaut's loud and brilliant 
marches. All parts of the great in- 
strument were coupled — diapason, 
bourdon, pedals and all, and the music 
poured from the pipes in thunderous 
peals, fairly racking am! shaking .'he 
walls of the church. The spider al 
ouce turned and rapidly made its way 
to the ceiling. 

The following day I experimenter! 
with the same insect and discovered 
that such compositions as "Trauma iei, 
the "Cradle Song," the intermezzo of 
"Caviliera Rusticana," when played 
pianissimo, would always entice it from 
its den in the ceiling, while loud, bra- 
vura music would send it scurrying 
back to its lurking place. 

Professor Reclaim of Doipsio, during 
a concert at one of the theatres, saw a 
spider descend and bang just above the 
orchestra while a violin solo was being 
rendered. As soon, however, as the 
other instruments joined in the insect 
rapidly ascended to the coiling. When 
the violin resumed its solo the spider 
came down again, but. only tc. runaway 
w s~.. »ha full band chimed in in sup- 
port of the violin. 

The Msii: l..«"ing Lycosid 
One summer not long ago a large 
black lycosid hud its den in my piano. 
This spider evinced musicnl discrimina- 
tion in a remarkable milliner. When 
ever I played lullabies, or rather low- 
melodious compositions, the insect 
would come out on the music rack and 
seemingly listen with much enjoyment. 
Rut w believer I executed loud marches 
or rollicking ragtime songs the creature 
would plainly show that it was not 
pleased. It would run here, and there 
over the music rack, its palpi vibrating 
so rapidly that they could hardly be 
seen, and would finally disappear within 
the piano, whence it could only be drawn 
by a return to a different kind of musio. 

Again, on one occasion I was confined 
to my room by illness for four of five 
weeks. During my enforced confinement 
I became well acquainted with another 
lycosid which lived beneath a table. 
This spider learned to know me per- 
sonally for when the servants or other 
visitors entered the room she would im- 
mediately run to her den beneath the 
table. Rut whenever I came in after 
taking my constitutional, in the' hall she 
would run out on the table nnd wait till 
I gave her a fly or other insect. She 
would take her food from my fingers, 
and would even make her. toilet while 
perched upon the back of my hand. 

Experimentation with • this spider 
showed that she, too, possessed 
musical discrimination iu a marked de 



gree. .1 used the piuper and comb mouth' 
organ, and a . toy icalled, L believe, a 
"bazoo," in making my experiments. 
The last mentioned instrument acts on 
the principle of tlhe paper and comb, 
and the timbre, or .quality of the tonal 
vibrations, is the sumo in both. 

Loud, allegro compositions seemed to 
be exceedingly disagreeable to t lie spi- 
der for whenever 1 would produce such 
on either of the instruments she would 
run about the table in a hurried and dis- 
orderly manner, and would finally take 
refuge beneath it. But whenever I 
played low, uiidanue selections she 
would remain -quietly on the table, and 
from all appearances would seem to be 
enjoying the music. 

Are Spiders Aesthetic 
The question arises, did these spiders 
have an aesthetic appreciation of music, 
or wns their enjoyment or their disgust 
strictly 'material? Inasmuch as nesthet- 
icisjin is, fundamentally; a sensual prod- 
uct; it is, per se, material in quality; 
yet 'vjvhen we remember thnt some of 
these insects plainly showed that they 
were .voluntarily attracted or repelled 
as the music" was agreeable or disagree- 
able, wo must admit that they evinced 
aesthetirtism in its refined and imma- 
terial sense. This fact is further em- 
phasized when we remember that these 
insects undoubtedly showed by their 
actions that they could discriminate be- 
tween the different forms of musical 
composition. 

There is no question hut thnt spiders 
evince aesflieticism iu decorating their 
webs. Some years ago, in the American 
Naturalist, I called attention to a spider 
which spun a beautiful ribbon-like web 
which it used as promenade, a pleasure 
resort. It would not take food when 
it was promenading on this silken 
highway. All insects caught iu it 
were released and thrown' away. Its 
hunting or trap web was some three or 
four. feet from its pleasure resort, and 
when on this trap web it would eat 
voraciously. 

Not long ago a druggist showed me 
a web that had been beautffully decora- 
ted by a spider. The little creature had 
spun her web immediately above an 
open box of logwood dye. Every strand 
of this web had been strung with small 
scales of the dye so that it: glistened in 
the light like brilliant passementerie. 
While we were looking at this strikingly 
beautiful object- we saw the spider de- 
scend to the box, seize a bit of the dye 
ascend to her web and affix the shiver- 
ing flake to one of the strands, thus 
showing conclusively that she had.. . vol- 
untarily made her home "a thing . of 
beauty and joy forever." • 

The musical discrimination of spiders 
shows that here, too, these little crea- 
tures are the fortunate possessors of ;a 
refined aestheticism.

And if lllf; Bryan had employed Ills giant 
intellect In trying to solve some of the 
problems of British rule la Hindustan, 
and had given some wise suggestions as 
to the best way of carrying out reform, 
he. would have earned the gratitude of the 
British government. As matters now 
stand, he has simply Injured his own repu- 
tation!

To the Editor of the Son: 

Sir— In looking over my morning paper, 
the India .Dally News of August 4, I sec 
quotations from .i letter of William Jen- 
nings Bryan concernlUR the oppressive rule 
of the Indian government. 

Villi von permit me a few word* In re- 
ply? First. I wish to say that I nunc to 
India in 1883 from New York slate as a 
Christian missionary, and that I am sil 1 
serving Iu that capacity. Secondly, that 
I came here thoroughly prejudiced against 
British rule In India, anil began my work 
In that frame of mind, and often freely 
expressed my opinion In educated nntl»e 
gentlemen whose acquaintance I formed 
during mv Oral yeur In India. Those men 
were willing listeners. I have been In 
different parts of India and think 1 know 
something of the country and Its people.

Indian 'Mtatesuihii.' traveled through the 
Philippines and then declared in a Lon- 
don paper thill I thought I lie tyranny of 
American rule In those Islands was worse 
than Hint of ItusshlV it would arouse the 
greatest Indignation throughout the United 
States and It would give rls* lo great III 
feeling on the part of Americans. 

Tlie Tlines of India, which is published 
In iHombay, and which is considered one 
of the best Anglo-Indian papers 111 the 
country, snysi "Mr. tBryairs article Is 
made up of blustering Ignorance, lie came 
to India, an he went to the Philippines, 
intending to condemn what he saw In or- 
der to discredit Imperialism." 

A military officer In the great caliton- 
menl of iltawpul IPIndee writes: "Rudyard 
Kipling dealt with sucli globe trotters as 
llrvan In bis memorable versos beginning, 
'Paget M. P. was a liar.' Mr. Bryan saw 
scarcely anything of India, and did not 
consider what might be the effect of bis 
remarks." 

Strange lo say, I be vermicular prosy of 
India, which Is not always loynl to British 
ritP\ attacks, Mr. Bryan, and says thai 
whatever may be the shortcomings "f Eng- 
land's, role in India, it Is certainly very 
fur Iii advance of that of rtusrla In Tur- 
kestan.

When r.erd William Cavendish Bentinrk 
was about to have enacted, the law for- 
bidding 'the burning of widows, the educat- 
ed wealthy class opposed the measure. I 
wns In Calcutta about the time of the 
passage of the Bengal Tenancy Act. this 
act let me briefly explain. The land of 
India Is held for the most part by zemin- 
dars. These are large landholders. They 
mav have a thousand or ten thousand .".ere« 
of land each. Tills land is let to tenants, 
and a man may have any number of ten- 
ants. Formerly the zemindars not only col- 
lected the regulnr rents, but many things 
were made an excuse for collecting extra 
rents, and In this way the poor tenant was 
ground Into the very dust. The law 
Stepped In and said that these things must 
cease. Were the educated. English-speak- 
ing zemindars pleased? On the contrary, 
they most bltterlv denounced the act. it 
was a most serious Innovation If a land- 
holder could not make his tenants pay the 
cost of a wedding or a pilgrimage or a 
funeral or the building of a temple. But 
the act went Into force Just the same. 

One more Incident. Possibly fifteen years 
ago the government proposed to raise the 
age at which a girl could lawfully be mar- 
ried to twelve years. Formerly It had 
been anv age from six to ten. These chil- 
dren were married, mind yon, to mature 
men, sometimes 20 years old and sometimes 
40. On tho eve of the passage Of the bid 
I was in Calcutta, and such great public 
demonstrations of protestation I never 
saw In any country. These mass meetings 
were addressed by native gentlemen In 
high standing. If" India Is to govern her- 
self It will be the educated nnd wealthy 
class who will govern. In view of the 
facts Just stated, should we expect that 
they would govern the country in the in- 
terests of enlightenment, Justice, progress 
or morality V 

Let the people of India have a govern- 
ment or their own, and England withdraw, 
and the wheels of Industry would stop, 
commute would he blighted and genera 1 
education would cease. Bribery, corrup- 
tion and oppression would abound anil 
chaos reign. How do I know? Because 1 
know the character of the people.

If the 
murdered man wns of the same tribe 
its the murderer the latter, or his near 
relatives, have to give a girl In mar- 
riage to one of the victim's relatives 
without receivluR the usual dowry. 
When she gives birth to a child she 
is free to go back If she chooses. In 
the latter case the marriage must be 
renewed and the usual dowry paid. 
Five camels may be substituted for the 
girl- 

In many of the Greek islands diving 
for sponges forms a considerable part 
of the occupation of the Inhabitants. 
The natives make it a trade lo gather 
these, and their Income from this 
source Is good. In one of the Islands a 
girl Is not permitted to marry until 
she has brought up a certain number 
of sponges, and given proof of her skill 
by taking them from a certain depth. 
Hut In some of the Islands this custom 
Is reversed. The father of a marriage- 
able daughter bestows her on the best 
diver among her suiters. He who can 
stay longest in the water and bring 
up the biggest cargo of sponges mar- 
ries the maid. 

In Belgium all cows over three 
months old are to be seen wearing 
earrings. Breeders arc obliged to keep 
a record of all cattle raised by them, 
and each animal has a registered num- 
ber, which is engraved on the ring 
fastened to its ear. 

In Denmark girls insure against be- 
coming old maids. 

There Is a belief nmongs the South 
Sea Islanders thai no man can enter 
paradise who lias lost a limb, and for 
this reason a man will often die rather 
than submit to amputation. 

The man-led and unmarried women 
of the United States of Columbia. 
South America, nre designated by the 
manner In which they wear flower.-! In 
their hair, the former wearing them 
on the right, side, and the latter on the 
left. ■ , 

The Fekln barber Instead of waiting 
for customers goes out to seek them, 



He carries his shaving apparatus and 
a stool with' him and rings a bell to 
attract the attention of likely custom- 
ers. The man who wishes to be shaved 
halls the barber, who places Tils stool 
on the ground for the customer's use, 
puts a bowl of water on the little stove 
he carries, and proceeds with his work. 

Norwegians have a primitive way of 
breaking up old, worn - out wooden 
ships. They take them to exposed 
rocky parts of the coast, and after 
anchoring them, leave the breakers of 
the next storm to smash them to pieces.

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for Children's Attire

As it Is too early to venture upon 
more than brief autumn suggestions 
for the grown-up world, Fashion is 
turning her attention to children's gar- 
ments. Importations in this direction 
show distinct -'and' separate influences 
■ for'the two sexes. For boys, English 
styles are eminently the thing; while 
for maids, hats, coats and gowns must 
express the Parisian touch. Even with 
garments made In this country, Lon- 
don's taste stamps the boy thing, and 
smart mammas will spend much time 
in choosing the correct English and 
Scotch textures, which are first choice 
everywhere for masculine wear. These 
are naturally much clearer here than 
'on' their native heath, while domestic 
making is more than double the cost 
of London tailoring. So many mothers 
traveling in Europe take advantage of 
a stop in London to buy their boy's 
wardrobe, and as a consequence every- 
thing necessary for youths' wear is 
shown by the middle of July. 

Only with the baby does Fashion 
depart from the requirements of Eng- 
lish styles, and adorably Parisian in 
his belted tunic suits, the wee sir of 
two years or less will sport the dressy 
hats and lace and embroidery trimmed 
collars suitable to his tender age. 

It Is curious to see how severely 
exacting the English styles for lads are 
in point of correct mannish detail. 
Cuts and materials for any particular 
purpose are scrupulously defined, 
morning dress needing one thing, 
afternoon another, and all the acces- 
sories which 'accompany either calling 
for as much care.. 

"With his first trousers," writes an 
authority on these matters, "the Eng- 
lish boy Is taught the gentlemanly re- 
quirements of clothes. And by the 
time he is 21 he weighs the question 
of a suitable necktie almost as care<< 
fully as he would a matter of state." 
Let us trust for the British lad's sake 
that this is exaggeration, though It 
cannot be denied that the apparent^ 
easy get-up of correctly dressed Eng- 
lishmen represents a world of careful 
thoueht. 

Rough tweeds in small patterns and 
cheviots variously grained are enor- 
mously used for morning suits for 
boys from 10 to 14. A prevailing and 
sninrf style consists of a short sack 
coat and knee trousers, which may be 
cut square or gathered Into band 
knickerbockers. The coat has a. sin 
gle front, with three matching bone 
buttons, two flap hip pockets and per- 
haps one at the left breast. If the 
trousers are not gathered, three 
smaller bone buttons ornament the 
outside leg. Tiny checks o.f brown 
and green or mottled gray mixtures 
are patterns and color schemes, straw 
. sailor hats, red or blue ties, and but- 
toned leather boots being - considered 
suitable accessories. 

For the younger boy the linen collar 
is a turn-down Eton affair, .with a aoft 
•silk tie. The four-in-hand is worn 
by the bigger boy, whose, collar is in 
jthe^variqus. high, forms worn by pien. . 
; For-afternodn-dres-N for lads.'oMong-< 
trouser ages some, very, smart suits 
are seen in sombre gray mixtures, with 
which derby hats are worn. 

The colored shirt Is at any time of 
the clay de rlgeur in London, and boys' 
shirts display the stylish cotton 
cheviots, percales and fancy linens 
seen in men's departments. Patterns 
are a little smaller,, perhaps, but the 
same requirements for matching cuffs 
and a white collar holds good. Smart 
effects for morning in these are made 
with four-iurkund ties in the shirt ma- 
terial. Handsome shades of yellow, 
faintly striped with brown, red or royal 
purple are swagger schemes for these 



sliirts. Accompanying handkerchiefs 
sometimes also show borders in the silk 
color, though white ones witli tiny mon- 
ograms in color are perhaps' newer. 
Checks, stripes and tiny polka dots arc 
modish effcts for colored socks. 

Some odd English novelties shown by 
tailors and haberdashers are vests for 
youths who have come into Ihe dandy 
privileges of men's dress. In bold check 
wools of startling loudness some of 
these wniscoats are named for King 
Edward, whose freaks in dress are much 
copied in London. More elegant exam- 
ples show line' linens and cottons in deli- 
cate colors, while a white dress waist- 
coat France semis over shows all over 
sprays in hand embroidery. 

In outside coats a garment no school- 
boy should be without ia a light-weight 
top-coat in a rain-proof material, which 
will still prove a light protection against 
first Autumn chills. Added to which, as 
you are told by the tailor, "they are 
smart and manly in appearance." 

Hain-pronf covert in tan, with green- 
ish tinge, is a stuff shown for these 
fonts, which arc in the long loose shapes 
of men's top-coats. Very dashing things 
are seen in departments for sporting 
wear, and occasionally a complete Eton 
boy's suit is encountered. The bnb- 
tniled black .coats and long tight trnus- 
ers of these arc not greatly admired 
here; but in England they arc much 
worn by lads from 11 to 14, along with 
the high silk hats and walking canes 
familiar to the comic drawing of the 
Eton boy. 

In the smarter wardrobe a riding suit 
is exacted as a mntter of course, horse- 
manship being thought one of the Eng- 
lish boy's first necessary accomplish- 
ments. 

A dashing suit shown by a maker who 
exploits only English styles was of tan 
covert, with a loose coat enormously 
wide in the skirts and the u sunl baggy 
riding breeches. A risored cap in the 
same material, soft wasli socks and 
brown leather leggins to be worn over 
lnccd brown shoes were correct set- 
tings. 

The riding suit and the morning one 
described are shown in one of the 
week's drawings. The baby boy suits 
are from 21-2 to 4 years. The}' arc in 
the tunic-blouse forms required for 
these ages, scarlet serge and wedge- 
wood blue cloth comprising the mater- 
ials. Sailor collars, in the depths now 
thought smart accompany them, fine 
handkerchief linen with u frill edge be- 
ing the material of one, and wash silk 
bordered with a' Bounce of lace (hat of 
the other. 

In the new things for girls plaids and 
checks, take, so prominent a part that 
the instinct comes to discuss only the 
many charming patterns in these sty- 
lish material, wh.icly while always ap- 
pearing with Autumn; are likely to have 
a grenter- vogue than ever.

Spelling Reform

Rarely has President Roosevelt ex- 
perienced such a disheartening rebuff 
as that administered to his endorse- 
ment of the spelling reform scheme. 
The President Is so popular that, 
usually, It makes little difference what 
course he may advocate. lie Is gen- 
erally certain of the support of about 
half the people, and occasionally of 
nearly all of them. Generally he has 
his own party at his back, and a large 
quota of the Democrats. it was so 
when he began his crusade against the 
>-o,-thern Securities company, his at- 
tacks on the trusts, and bis advocacy 
of the Railway Rate Bill. In his on- 
slaught on the moat-packing Industry 
—allied as it was with the cattle in- 
dustry of his friends, the cattlemen of 
the West — he had the people behind 
him. Even in sonic of his jingo out-

Therfr are many other varying pro- 
nunciations of American names which 
will occur to 'the reader. The chief 
city of the South Is variously pro- 
nounced. It Is called "Nuo Or-leans" In 
many pnrts of the Middle West, but 
in other parts of the country It is cull- 
ed "New Orleans." So with the chief 
city of Missouri — it is pronounced "Sen 
Looey" anil "Saint Lewis." The chief 
city of Kentucky Is called "Lewlsvllle" 
and "Looevvllle." The capital of Xew 
York Is cailed "Awlbany" and "Albany" 
with the short sound of the a. 

In California there are so many pe- 
culiarities of pronunciation evolved in 
struggling with our Spanish and Indian 
names that a whole board of spelling 
reformers could scarcely cope with 
them. For example, the City of the 
Angels Is usually pronounced by old 
Callfornlnns thus, "Lohse Angayless," 
which In their opinion is the Spanish 
pronunciation. They are In error, for 
the Spanish "jota" sound before "e" 
or "1" Is a strong guttural, and the 
hard g sound which they give to 
"Angeles" resembles It but little. Tile 
citizens of a later generation— humor- 
ously dubbed, in the North, the "one- 
lungers" — usually call the name of their 
town, on first arriving, "Lawss Ann- 
jeeles.". After they get acclimated they 
change It to "Lawss Angeless." When 
they reach this stage of pronunciation 
they call themselves "Angeleenose," 
and talk glibly of Early California, 
Fray Jewneepatro Serra, und the 
Cameycno Reeawl. 

Thus it will be seen that there are 
difficulties for the ardent orthographi- 
cal reformer In California. Even In 
San Francisco there are many such 
dlff lenities. For example, one of the 
principal streets is called by San 
Franciscans "Mungumree," although It 
Is spelled "Montgomery" street, and by 
strangers Is always pronounced "Mont- 
gom-er-y." This pronunciation, for 
some reason, produces a disagreeable 
Impression on the native ear. 

It would take too much space to dis- 
cuss common as well as proper nouns. 
Probably the most common noun in 
America is "girl." Let us not be mis- 
understood. By this we do not mean 
to underrate the American girl, or to 
imply that she is of tho common or 
garden variety, but rather to Insinuate 
delicately that she Is of the rosebud 
garden of girls; hence, being ever In 
the mind and frequently on the Hps of 
the youth of America, she is the most 
common noun. Yet she is pronounced 
"gairl" on the stage, "goll" by Chim- 
mie Fadden, "guhl" by people who can- 
not sound the "r," and "gu-r-rl" in the 
vigorous and bounding West, where 
people have the courage of their "r." 
How would President Roosevelt spell 
"girl" under his reformed spelling 
Ideas, when this marked difference of 
opinion about girls among the. people? 

To reform any language is a work of 
time. Something like a century ago 
Spain attempted to make her spelling 
phonetic. The Spanish Academy pre- 
pared elaborate rules and Issued a dic- 
tionary changing completely the spell- 
ing of the language. In the course of 
three generations it has had its effect. 
Spanish is probably more nearly pho- 
netic than any modern tongue. Yet 
note this experience. Spanish America 
is an enormous country, Mexico, Cen- 
tral America and South America in- 
cluding many millions of people. They 
pay only sentimental 'allegiance to the 
Crown of Spain,. This allegiance does 
not extend to the modifying of their 
spelling. As a result they have modi- 
fied such parts of the language as 
pleased them and have allowed the rest 
to remain. In some respects they have 
gone farther than the Spanish Acad- 
emy, for example, throughout most of 
South America the Greek "I" has been 
entirely abolished. In Spain it was 
largely abolished; in certain words, 
however, like "and"' (y) it was left by- 
reason of Us frequency and familiar- 
ity. This Spanish America would not 
stand. The result is that you see the 
letter "I" used for "y" throughout the 
Spanish -American , newspapers and 
books. The effect is peculiar, not to 
say unpleasant to. a stranger. What 
must It be to a Spaniard? 

If the sometime Spanish colonies 
could agree with Spain on spelling. Is 
there any chance that we could ever 
agree with England? And Is there 
any chance that England's colonies 
could ever agree with us? or would 
they agree with her If she agreed with 
us? And if we agreed with her and 
she disagreed with New Zealand, say, 
would our own colonies agree with us? 
Or would they agree with New Zea- 
land, which is a pattern for new coun- 
tries? 

In short, as the constitution does not 
follow the flag In the Philippines, does 
Mr. Roosevelt think that the spelling 
book would?

The only way to make n sure shot on 
Canada thistles is to salt the patch 
about one-half inch deep all over the 
patch. I used two carloads of refuse 
salt one yenr-and then looked after those 
stray dues for a cottple of years. These 
other suggestion* don't do tile business — 
they kill Home but not nil. We got ours 
on our lowit farm In clover seed in 1005. 
Wo govs two dollars for each patch 
found this year and after tile experience 
up in North Dakota where 1 let them 
grow because I did'nr know at that time 
what they were, I don't spn re the suit, 
knowing It Is cheapest in the end to 
spend the money in the start. I used 
twenty barrels this summer and have 
each patch marked, and this fall will 
eradicate them and the two dollar prize 
will sure find every spot another year 
that has been missed this year. 

iDoh't salt the thistle, but salt the 
patch and this will catch any sprouting 
roots. Look after this patch every 
month or so and resalt where you have 
missed. I hare dug out patches with a 
scraper, thrashed straw piles on others, 
covered some with lime, some with 
boards, and some with tar paper and 
dirt, Und squirted kerosene and gasoline 
in the stems when hollow, but salt does 
the real business when spread over the 
whole patch one-half to three-fourths of 
an inch thick. It costs money, hut these 
things must he cared for sooner or later, 
We found forty-two patches on twelve 
hundred acres this summer..

Germany shows rapid progress la sener- 
nl or federnl organization. Tliere are two 
distinct g»"tlon»i the Soelnl Democratic 
societies embrace more than two-tnlrds of 
the Aggregate ofgflBllieil workers of the 
country. The "Christian societies" have 
also made ireat progress, and are still 
able to hold their outi. The, ncjjrcgnte 
membership of all the unions Is 1,400.625, 
with nu annual Income, all told, of £1,800,- 
3C0. In France the transport trades have 
the largest number or unions, but the en- 
gineering, metal, mining, and textile trades 
have also n large number of unions. The 
total number of unions Is i.O'iS, and the 
membership 781,844. In Austria the en- 
gineering and metal trades lead; the build- 
ing trades and transport industries come 
next In Importance respectively. There 
nre 2.7.-1O unions, with 203,651 members. In 
Itnl.v there nre 480,680 members, but the 
exact number of unions Is not known; 
ngrlenltiir.il workers take the lead. In 
.Spain there are ;!73 branches of unions, 
with 50,005 members, so that the recent 
strikes must have been runinly by non- 
union workers. In Denmark there are (»7t* 
unions, with 07,503 members. In Sweden 
there are 1,452 branches of unions, with 
01,453 members. In Norway 23 union*, 
with U,740 members, fu Switzerland 580 
unions, with 41,602 members. In Holland 
134 unions, with 0,.";)5 members; so that 
there non-unionists appear to preponder- 
ate. The United States most nearly np- 
pro.tch the Hrltlsh unions, numerically 
and financially, In the American Fed- 
eration of r.nbor alone there nre 118 of mi- 
nted unions, with a total membership of 
1.404,300 members, and nn annual income 
of £43,212. In Germany there nre old-age 
pensions, and Insurance against accident. 
In the hitter respect Austria and Hungary 
follow the lead of Germany.' In Germany

Strange ns it may appear, his 
more recent editors, two generations 
later, were forced completely to ex- 
punge some of his "reformed spellings." 
In fact, the "International American 
Dictionary" (the latest edltlon of Web- 
ster printed some few years ago), ap- 
proaches more nearly to tin? spelling 
of the British lexicographers than did 
tho first edition, edited by Noah Web- 
ster himself. This shows how conser- 
vative English-speaking people are In 
spelling, even when our patriotism Is 
appealed to, and our desire to build up 
an "American spelling." For Noah 
Webster called his volume "An Ameri- 
can Dictionary of the English Lan- 
guage." 

If President Roosevelt had stopped 
to think, It might have occurred to him

Staying at the Dominion Hotel Is J. 
W. Dawson, of the firm of Dean & 
Dawson, railway, steamship and tour- 
ist agents, who arrived from England 
on ■Wednesday last 011 a mission of in- 
ijulry from a -settler's point of view. 
It is not for himself that Mr. Dawson 
seeks reliable information, but for the 
purpose of advising those of the Eng- 
lish working classes who are con- 
stantly applying for Information in his 
capacity as agent for the Atlantic 
steamship lines, In the populous manu- 
facturing towns of the English mid- 
lands. Mr. Dawson has his own 
ideas concerning the best method of 
acquiring such knowledge, and his 
tour of Canada from East to West has 
been a series of practical experiments 
in the various phases of active Cana- 
dian life. Arriving in Montreal early 
In August, he visited Quebec, Toronto, 
Niagara, the agricultural college at 
Guelph, the St. Catharines fruit dis- 
trict, and thence to Sarnia and up 
through the Great Lakes to Port Ar- 
thur and Winnipeg, at which latter 
place he su^nt some days with Obed 
Smith of the Immigration department, 
who thoroughly explained to hlin the 
system under which the department 
handles the immigrants who arrive in 
thousands. The next place visited 
was Brandon, where conditions were 
observed under the auspices of Mr. 
Clements, the Dominion land agent, 
and Rapid City, where he gained some 
practical experience by working with 
a thre?h!ng and harvesting team on a 
large farm owned by Mr. Head of that 
place. Thence lie went on to Rcgina, 
Saskatoon, Battleford, Lloydmlnster, 
Edmonton and Calgary, and, crossing 
the Rockies via Banff and Fiold, came 
down at length to the Pacific Province. 
After three days spent at Vancouver 
visiting the different centres of Indus- 
try, Mr. Dawson crossed to N'analmo to 
observe conditions at the island coal 
mines, and then came on to Victoria, 

■S'u many visitors and writers from ihe 
Old Country, said Mr. Dnwsun in the 
course of an interview with the Colonist, 
pose ns authorities 011 Canadian affairs 
on the basis of information obtained 
in the lounges and smoking rooms of the 
big hotels nnd railways, with the result 
Hint a totally erroneous impression is 
credited ill England with regard to ex- 
isting conditions of life in the Domin- 
ion. It is in order to counteract tills* 
evil, ns fur as possible, thai my pres- 
ent journey is undertaken. 

Mr. Jury, the Canadian government 
agent at Liverpool, writes of Mr. Daw- 
son ns one of the best Canadian ship- 
ping agents there is in England. Mr. 
Dawson's endeavor lias been to gain his 
experience in Canada like n practical 
laborer so ns to learn the exact condi- 
tions which confront tlie emigrant to 
this country, tie lias put in work in 
the mills and in the harvest fields and 
lias slept in t lie immigration halls of the 
west. He rarries an ever-ready pair 
of overalls to don nnd lias even gone so 
far in his investigations that he recites 
with glee nn experience lie had nT Ile- 
g'mu when unable to obtain a room at 
any Reginn hotel, during an extra rush 
of travelers lie applied for and obtained 
a night's lodging in the city jail there. 
In those ways he gets an intimate con- 
nection with the people who are going 
through their pioneer experiences in the 
west. 

Naturally n certain percentage of the 
new arrivals arc not well satisfied with 
these conditions, and ii is precisely this 
class of people Hint lie is endeavoring 
to meet in order to ascertain the real 
inwardness of their alleged grievances, 
and thereby lie enaiiled to supply 1o (he 
fastidious 1 less of persons ns well us 
to the general immigrants such infor- 
mation as shall guard them against dis- 
appointment. 

I lind, said, Mr. Dawson, generally 
speaking, Hint Englishmen are not over- 
liked in this country, mure especially so 
in Ontario mid to n degree until one 
strikes British Columbia, where one 
feels more at home, meeting what 1 
Dunk is n bettor class of Englishmen. 
This state of affairs is, I think, due 
to the large number of wastrels and 
derelicts ami live unemployable of Iho 
unemployed, who. aided by charity, ore 
drifting Into the country. The remit- 
tance men from England also, nro not 
dning much In advance the good opin- 
ion nf Cumidiuus-in favor of I lie Eng- 
lish immigrant. 

Contrary to current opinion here the 
host settlers for Canada, the men best 
ndnpled to lit into local conditions are 
men from the large manufacturing cen- 
tres such ns Sheffield. Leeds, Manches- 
ter elc. You know until very recently 
there has been in England a grenl Tush 
of men from the field to the city. Agri- 
culturists who have gone to Ihe great 
cities, however, have urii found 1 he con- 
ditions or Iho oppnrtunties that they ex- 
pected. The very fact Hint ihey have 
flooded to Ihe cities in the hope of hol- 
lering themselves has shown liiem to 
lie ambitious, enterprising citizens and 
still Imbued with Hint spirit they are 
ever looking In their ndvanceuieril ami 
now that Canada is becoming bettor 
known the possibilities of Ihe country 
appeal to thorn and they are willing to 
try their fortunes hero. Given 11 fair 
ntnrt, these people will be a decidedly 
desirable addition to your country. 

Mr. Tbiwson was the lirsl to bring 
Into prominence in England, throe, years 
ago, lectures (in Canada as a field for 
immigration and since then they have 
became regular features throughout the 
winter months and arc attended by 
thousands. These lectures arc deliv- 
ered by Mr. .Tury, said Mr. Dawson, 
the capable and popular Canadian gov- 
ern man f representative stationed at Liv- 
erpool. 

In conversation willi colt, of the 

Ottawa department of immigration, Mr. 
Dawson learned Unit the government in- 



order to further advertise Canada in 
un intelligent way were preparing a 
splendid series of cinematograph views 
showing the operations of the harvest 
fields during harvest times, the thresh- 
ers at work, the burning of the Straw, 
etc. People in England look incredul- 
ous, he said, when, they are told that 
people of tlie prairie burn their straw, 
and have to lie shown actual pictures 
of tlie work before they will believe it. 

Concluding, Mr. Dawson said that ho 
lind no doubt but that tlie experience 
lie hud gained 011 his present trip would 
result in his firm being in a position to 
direct tlie attention of thousands of the 
best settlers .0 Canada. 

Mr. Dawson leaves Victoria this af- 
ternoon for Seattle on his way to Cali- 
fornia, where lie intends to put in some 
time in the fruit districts, and lie then 
will go on to New Orleans and Jamai- 
ca, wdicre lie will prosecute his Inquiries 
in the banana fields of that island and 
thence will return to England.

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MIDDLE AGE 




Dogs any onr> know when middle ago 
begins? Yesterday i wns on my way to 
see one of my most delightful friends. 
I know this woman hjis a son of SO and 
onco when I chanced to pick up the 
family Bible, I saw that her birthday 
was a good long time ago, almost ilfty 
years. Am I approached her hotel, I 
noticed a small figure with a beautiful 
mane of golden hair. This young girl 
must have been about 15. The hair 
was so beautiful that I turned to look 
at the face. Talk about middle-age! 
Here was a faco as hard as granite, a 
chin set in the sternest, most severe 
lines; the eyes were hard and calculat- 
ing, and without Illusions. I hastened 
to see niy friend, and found her In bed, 
with her brown hair beautifully colffed, 
her face absolutely unllned and a 
sparkling sympathetic expression that 
seems to give it a look of perpetual 
brilliant youth. As she lay abed, rest- 
ing from a very tedious journey, sur- 
rounded by books, flowers and other 
evidences of the affection of her friends 
she certainly would not have wanted 
to change in any respect with the 
"middle age" girl of 15. who seems 
hardly to have a future before her, so 
hard and worldly-wise is her little face. 

f have the good fortune to know a 
great many women around and over 
fifty years of age who seem under 
thirty, and what is more, who look to 
be in tin: very height of beauty. But 
then I also know middle-age children 
and some young women of twenty-five 
who by rights of look's and points of 
view belong in homes for the aged. 

The point of view you take toward 
oncoming years is more important than 
anything else, if you intend to keep 
young. . I look forward to the time 
when people will have learned to care 
for themselves so sensibly and so ra- 
tionally that most of the fear of old 
age will be groundless. At present, 
however, you still see the woman of 
thirty watching out for gray hairs, or 
p saying with that air of finality, "Yes, 
I'm getting older every day;" thlii bro- 
mide remark is so obvious that one 
wonders why it should be said at all, 
and it is the duty of the woman who 
wishes to stay young to put phrases on 
her index expurgatorius at once. 

Of course, each one of us is growing 
older every day, old in experience, 
wiser, and we should also be growing 
happier, for experience should teach us 
the road to happiness. But unfortu- 
nately the majority of people do not 
learn by experience, and the chief 
cause of what we call old age, or ra- 
ther the unpleasant characteristics 
which we ascribe to it, as due to the 
absolute disregard mortals have for 
the welfare of this much-abused and 
faithful machine — the human body. 

You will constantly hear women 
saying:" Oh. I can't do that any more! 
I used to be able to work all du\* 
dance all evening, and be none the 
worse for it, but I'm getting old." The 
reason that we cannot do as much in 
middle age as we do in youth is be- 
cause we are constantly wearing out 
or using up our physical end irance, 
without getting to the source of sup- 
ply and drawing from the different ele- 
ments the vitality which we need. 
Take, for instance, that much-abused 
organ, the stomach. "While one is 



growing It requires a large supply of 
nutriment, which of Itself it. would not 
demand after the growth is accom- 
plished. But despite this very obvious 
fact, people go on eating yuan titles of 
food which they do not need. At 
first the healthy stomach puts up a 
brave tight to assimilate and digest the 
food which it does not need. Tears of 
overwork of the digestive organs nat- 
urally undermined their strength, and 
overeating, as the great scientists have 
found, Is at the root of most of the 
complaints which we characterize as 
belonging to advancing years. 

Corona, an Italian nobleman, who 
made the science of living his pet 
study, found that as he grew older he 
required less and less food; 'that the 
best foods for him were such as con 
talaed only nutriment and very little 
waste matter. Ho lived to be 102, and 
at the age of SO wrote his celebrated 
book on diet and old age, which out- 
lines clearly his plan of living. His 
diet was so ordered as to give to the 
system only such material as it need- 
ed to replenish the wasted vitality and 
strength used up during the day. 

The first thing, then, for a woman 
to do who is determined to remain 
young Is to make up her mind that 
sho will not fear the coming years; 
that they have in store for her pleas- 
ures and interests of which the 
younger years were barren. Filled 
with this interest, let her make a care- 
ful study of what her diet should be, 
in order to nourish the body without 
giving it extra work. Probably half 
the amount of food she eats now will 
be sufficient to nourish her well and 
yet not clog the system. I firmly be- 
lieve that this case of the diet and 
moderation in eating, combined with 
very careful mastication, will keep 
our middle-aged women young, just 
as , It did the veteran Italian. By 
rwfticatlng every particle of food 
carefully, you will find that at onco 
you are both enjoying your meals 
more und that you are gaining more 
nutriment from them. Fletcher, whose 
book on mastication' should be read 
by all who are interested in the diet 
question, advises people to masticate 
even the fluids, and you will find that 
by retaining a swallow of milk in the 
mouth until \t is warm you will gain 
more than If you were to bolt a tumb- 
lerful of milk down a I "uce. 

After the question of diet is settled, 
the middle-aged woman seldom has to 
trouble - about her figure; providing, of 
course, she holds herself correctly. 
There Is not reason for the cumbersome 
outlines known as the middle-age fig- 
ure. You do not need to Become 
round-shouldered and hollow-chested, 
even if you sit all day at a desk; 
others have retained straight and 
pretty figures who are employed in 
the same occupations. There is no 
reason for the swelling or lump at the 
back of the neck, which is usually the 
forerunner of the middle-age figure. 
This lump has been successfully com- 
bat'ted and obliterated by hundreds of 
women of 50, who maintained that 
youth was theirs, providing they were 
willing to work for It. And they did 
work for it. The bump was massaged 
away; or, If they could not afford that, 
different bending exercises and neck 



movement's were gone through until 
all the muscles were limbered again, 
and the lump was absorbed. 

The next thing that faces the middle- 
aged woman In her fight for youth is 
the question of hair. Shall sho or shall 
she not have white hair? Shall she or 
shall sho not go through the fearful 
stages of gray, yellowish and multi- 
colored locks that precede the white 
hair, so becoming to both youthful und 
middle-aged faces? That is a question 
each woman must solve for herself. 
If she wishes to dye her hair she 
certainly has a perfect right to do so, 
though she will soon find out that it is 
not only slavery, but Is often. the cause 
of unpleasant comment. Very often 
the natural color can be restored to 
the hair by scalp massage, as the stim- 
ulation which this produces Is some- 
times capable of bringing back or ra- 
ther producing the color pigments In 
the hair. Where, however the hair can 
not be restored in this manner and the 
woman insists on having the locks of 
her youth, this physician's prescription 
may aid her: 

.Sugar lead, % ounce; lac sulphur, Vj 
ounce; essence of beigamot, % ounce; 
alcohol, >-i gill; glycerine, 3 ounces; 
tincture of cantharldes, Vi ounce; am- 
monia, Vs ounce. Mix all in one pint 
of soft water. Apply to roots of the 
hair, which must be clean. 

Personally, I always believe that a 
home-made dye is only to be used as 
a last resort. If you can afford It, by 
all means have your hair touched up 
by a specialist. If necessary, econo- 
mize on something else. If the hair Is 
turning gray and has a rusty look to 
it, after washing thoroughly with a 
good champoo, rinse it out the last 
time in water to which has been added 
a little blueing; this will take away 
that yellow look. If you have a per- 
fect figure, the most beautiful hair in 
the world, without a thread of gray 
you will still be taken for middle-aged 
if your faco is what is called settled 
in expression. The girl of 15. walking 
down the street, has the settled ex- 
pression of a hard and rather disagree- 
able woman of almost any age. If she 
had been in the habit of trying very 
conscientiously to do her duty, and of 
making it a cheerful sacrifice Instead 
of a regular nuisance, she would not 
have had the wrinkled forehead and 
that distressed look of the woman who 
has all her life long tried to do right 
and worried about it. The habitual ex- 
pression, the habitual thought or trend, 
makes the middle-age or the youthful 
face. You cannot be peevish or snarl- 
ing or disagreeable for thirty years or 
oven thirty months and not have it 
show in your face. 

At the back of the middle-aged or 
youthful woman Is the middle-aged or 
youthful soul. The woman of 50 who 
has faith in her Maker and charity to- 
ward her neighbors need not fear for 
her looks. Youth, ideal youth at least, 
Is made up of trust, hope and love. 
Those attributes shine out of the eyes 
of the young woman of GO, just as they 
do out of those of a child. Youth is a 
question of spirit, first of all; without 
that, even diet, massage, the best hair 
dye in the world and a first class 
dressmaker cannot make you younger; 
but with those qualities no woman 
need fear the oncoming years. 




To all outward appearances St. Pet- 
ersburg at this dale is the most peace- 
ful of cities. It is difficult to realize 
that ils peace may he only apparent, 
its security only temporary, and that 
uny hour of each succeeding day may 
witness a cataclysm, writes Rheta 
Child* Dorr, in the New York Post, 
under date of .Inly IS. The revolution- 
ists predict, peaceful conditions for an- 
other month, yet they always add: "Who 
knows'.'" There is an irresistible fascin- 
ation in the idea of a city resting on a 
volcano, quiot only that it may gather 
force; silent only that it may lull sus- 
picion. 

The atmosphere of St. Petersburg. of 
the present unfits one for anything less 
stimulating. Two correspondents who 
had spent months here waiting for the 
revolution to break out in earnest were 
sent to wiiness the coronation at 
Trondhjem, They wandered through 
the fl.ng-hedecked streets with languid 
steps and bored countenances. 

"Dull as ditch water," mourned one, 
encountering an American acquaintance. 
"Yes, I suppose it. does look lively, ami 
all that, bat the whole show is so cut- 
and-dried. You know just what's going 
to happen. You know for certain that 
those (wo officers who just now spoke 
to us will sleep in their beds tonight and 
not in a wet. crawly prison; ami you are 
quite sure that that girl crossing the 
street will reach home without falling 
into the hands of Cossacks." 

Xnwhero in Russia an; you quite sure 
of anything. Even the streets of St. 
Petersburg are not entirely safe. When 
you go out you are not sure how or 
when you will get back. When you lie 
down to sleep yon know little enough 
how soon your slumbers will he inter- 
rupted. Xet, to nil outward appear- 
ances, St. Petersburg is peaceful. 

The drama which goes on day by day 
in the old Tauride palace gives the lie 
to appearances. Catherine, the Great, 
who built the palace for " lov( ' 1 ' o£ 
n(!rs — the so-called hern of the Tauride 
certainly never dreamed that those 

lofty halls aod spacious chambers would 
echo 'to hii "li seditious uttchances 
Things are fearlessly spoken at every 
session of the Dounin which would have 
hanged the speakers a few years ago, 
and would have imprisoned them no 
farther hack than n few months. If 
the Reactionists succeed in the desper- 
ate struggle for ascendency they an' 
now secretly making, the fate of more 
than one member of (he Doumn will be 
tragic. A woman of liberal tendencies 
spoke lately with admiration of one of 
tfie leaders of the extreme left._ "One 
feels Hint he is a coming man m Kus- 
nin," sho said. "Do you not expect to 
oee him one dny occupying a very high 
place?" 

"I certainly do, Madame." replied the 
distinguished noble addressed, "and that 
very soon, lie has already been sen- 
tenced to be hanged." 
; Even the moderates, that comfortable 
class which everywhere, in Hie raids! 
..of alarms, goes ou insisting that things 



arc not so bad, and that the old or 
dcr will be speedily reinstated, admit 
that remarkable changes in Russian life 
are taking place. .Not only in the Dou- 
ina, but in everyday affairs of life arc 
those changes significant. Especially 
significant is the new freedom of speech 
now prevalent. No longer do people 
discuss politics in whispers. In fact it 
is rather diliicull to induce a Russian 
to tall; aboul anything hut politics, and 
lie never lowers his voice. You hear 
reform, revolution, socialism, in the 
streets, in the cafes and restaurants, in 
drawing rooms and even in the theatres. 

None of the principal theatres are 
open at this season, hut a performance 
goes on nightly at the Zoological gar- 
dens which has attracted a great deal of 
attention, and which many people are 
inclined to regard seriously. That is a 
play founded on the great peasant up- 
rising, which took place under t lie Cos- 
sack lender Pu gat Hi off, during the reign 
of Catherine H. Pushkin left unfinish- 
ed a history of this bloody revolt, 
known to this day as "The Black 
Year." One would Imagine that il 
would ho difficult to obtain permission t« 
present it on the stage at a lime of such 
unrest among the peasants. However, 
die play seems to have been pretty well 
censored. There is a minimum of Pug- 
atchoff nml a maximum of vaudeville to 
the piece, with some excellent little Rus- 
sian folk songs ami peasant dancers. 
The last act, wherein Pugntchoff is 
dragged to execution through a yelling 
moh of erstwhile supporters, is about 
the most violent piece of play-acting one 
has witnessed. 

A daily spectacle, smiled at on all 
sides as amusing, is the confiscation of 
newspapers by the censors. The officials 
usually travel in pairs. Gorgeously uni- 
formed, tbey stalk grandly along the 
streets, making the rounds of the news- 
dealers' kiosks, and slopping all paper 
vendors. They go over the papers anil 
appropriate all copies of those journals 

reported as illegal. Before 'he censor 
gol round to his work most of the pa- 
pers had been so'ii, of course, nhd al- 
though further publication <>f the of- 
fending sheets is forbidden, tbey will 
be issued the next day under different 
nurses. 

All sorts of revolutionary literature 

is on sale publicly, some of the posters 
and book covers showing Illustrations 
Which Would do credit to the yellow 
press of .America. One of the six' best 
sellers in SI. Petersburg just now is a 
Complete history of the Marie Spiridon- 
ova case. Ou the outside cover of the 
hook 'Mario is pictured lying on a pallet 
of straw, unconscious after her lorlul'es. 
The moonlight: streams in through the 
prison bars, and in the background, 
probably indicating the subject of her 
vision, is a scaffold, with a woman's 
body swaying at the end of the rope. 

[Rivalling this hook in popularity i« 
another culled "A Punitive Expedition." 
On the cover in pictured n firing squad 
of soldiers, executing a group of revo- 
lutionists. Four men already lie writh- 
ing on the ground, while the fifth mauds 



bound and motionless, waiting for the 
soldiers' tire. Artistically these book 
covers are very satisfactory, although 
any people less sombre than the Rus- 
sian might find them too depressingly 
realistic. 

A few months ago there was a per- 
fect epidemic of incendiary weekly pa- 
pers with very cleverly drawn cartoons 
illustrating current events. These pa- 
pers were of a description that made 
their immediate confiscation inevitable 
and each week's issue was seized by the 
police as soon as possible after it ap- 
peared on the streets. Nevertheless 
most of them obtained wide circulation. 
The amusing part <>f the affair is that 
lifter n short lime, the practical police 
officials sold the confiscated sheets to 
certain newsdealers who selected the 
most sensational numbers and placed 
them ou sale as literary curiosities. You 
can buy any quantity of them from 
little hoys in the street, at bargain 
prices. 

Tlie most lurid of these illustrated 
weeklies was called Zarncsti, the Morn- 
ing Star, and its covers bore n pic! 
of the famous peace column in front of 
• he Winter palace. A jagged holt of 
lightning Illuminated the column, re- 
vealing a flock of most unpleasant car- 
rion birds circling around its base. 

Witte was at the height of his pow- 
er during the palmy days of the Morn- 
ing Star, ami for this reason the papers 
have n certain historical value. Entire 
sets of Witte, Durnovo, and Trepoff 
cartoons are being collected, one set be- 
ing destined for Columbia University 
library, In one cartoon Witte and Tre- 
poff, very small, are clinging to th 
skirts of Father Capon, very Inrgi 
"Our Last Hope" is the caption be- 
neath. In another, more sanguinary, 
Witte. seated on a pile of cannon balls, 
behind which are seen Cossacks with 
whips, remarks grimly: "I know how to 
bring pence to Russia." Many of the 
cartoons stop little short of indecency 
in their hatred of the bureaucracy. A 
few are exceedingly humorous in a 
crude way; for example, one in which a 
History of Kussin has fallen into the 
hands of a pair of miked African snv- 
ages, who are reading with expressions 
of mingled horror and incredulity on 
their faces. These cartoons are rnre, 
for the RusoTons are not noted for hu- 
mor. 

St. Petersburg itself is not at any 
lime a gay city, except on the surface. 
It is full of movement, life, color, vari- 
ety, but benenth its brilliance is a slug- 
gish undercurrent, something melnn- 
choly and slow. You cannot fnil to 
perceive this in the cut'.' life of the 
town. The many charming indoor and 
outdoor dining palaces are nightly 
crowded with ofllcers, in their summer 
uniforms of immncttlato white, diplo- 
mats, correspondents, visitors, romantic 
looking old men, decores, no one knows 
what for; not to gpeali of fashionably 
dressed sketches in Paris journals pour 
rire. The glitter of jewels, gold lace, 
decorations, shoulder straps ami 
swords is very gay, but one cannot es- 
cape the conviction that the gayely is 
mostly noise, the pleasure mostly appe- 
tite. When n diner is not eating or 
drinking, his face looks heavy, and his 
eyes wander nrotind with a discontented 
gaze. If this sounds like something 
"written tip" to an Aubrey Renrdsley 
drawing) it does no more than falthfull- 
ly record the impression of tnoro than 
one visitor in St. Petersburg. 

All cities lire deserted by the fortu- 



nate during the hot months, hut Che 
Russian capital presents the appearance 
of a permanently deserted city. The 
emperor has spont hut two hours at the 
Winter palace in eighteen months, and 
most of the grand dukes have been 
abroad for a year or more. The houses 
of the high nobles are stoutly boarded 
up, as if to defv looters. The univers- 
ity on the far side of the Neva has boeu 
closed for nearly two years, and its 
huge, empty buildings add to the aban- 
doned melancholy aspect of tlie city. 
One is reminded' of that ancient phrase, 
of the fashionable: "Not a soul in 
town." Besides the military, the cor- 
respondents, the shopkeepers, and the 
proletariat, there is not a soul in town. 

In nil these classes one finds ardent 
revolutionists. The confessed ones are 
easily confused with the most radical 
of the proletariat. One of my acfl.ua.int- 
nnces is a university woman, fresh from 
nn advanced course agriculture in nn 
Austrian institution. She has elected 
to become a lecturer in agriculture that 
she may come into intimate contact 
with young students whose lives will be 
spent ou remote country estates. In 
September she begins work in a new 
college which has already enrolled !£5 
young women belonging to some of the 
best, families in Russia. A certain pro- 
portion of these young' women will be- 
come tenchers, but the majority expect 
to return to their estates to do then- 
part, in reforming the antiquated farm- 
,ng methods which so seriously obstruct 
Russian development. 

My young friend believes that she wil' 
be able to introduce many liberal ideas 
among her students. She belongs to an 
excellent family, lias been carefully 
brought up in a none too liberal atmos- 
phere, and has been indulged to the 
tent of choosing her own career. She 
chose to lead the simplest possible lite, 
spending the least sum consistent with 
comfort on her living expenses. She 
wears a gown of coarse black flannel, 
a blue cotton blouse, a straw sailor hat. 
and no gloves. Her glasses were prob- 
ably made by a good optician, hut they 
are framed in steel, not gold. "To the 
proletariat we look tor the salvation of 
Kussin," she soys, quite simply. "Why 
should I desire to belong to a less im- 
portant class?" 

This girl— she is only twenty-three 
— is a revolutionist of the academic 
type. That is, -her work is purely edu- 
cational. She believes in the Douma, 
not as nn executive body, but as an 
important educational force. Vet she 
sympathizes warmly with the more radi- 
cal parties. Her most intimate friend is 
one of the leaders of the executive com- 
mittee of the "Flying Column." The two 
were college friends and live together in 
St. Petersburg. 

Mademoiselle Lisa is a beautiful girl 
of twenty-live, a Jewess, whose father 
was a rich and highly respected Mos- 
cow merchant. The mother is n quiet, 
commonplace little person, and her 
life was tranquil enough until her two 
daughters grew up with their heads_ful) 
of revolution. Mademoiselle Lisa went 
to a German university, came hack a 
full-fledged terrorist, and settler! down 
in Moscow "to work." After the trou- 
bles there last winter she was obliged 
to leave, mid since then has been "work- 
ing" in St. Petersburg. The other 
daughter remained in Moscow. The 
poor mother gravitates between the two 
cities, living a life of silent anguish 
rather pitiful to witness. Mademoiselle 
kisses her parent good-by at tea every 
riJbrning, ties ou a veil, tnd departs for 
regions unknown. Occasionally she re- 
turns for dinner, hut oftener she creep's 
in after midnight. 

The other day the sad little mother 
came to see me with a face full of 
joy. They were going to England for a 
long vacation. Her daughter must have 
a rest, and it was quite settled that 
they were [o go on Wednesday morn- 
ing. 

Tuesday evening I called to make my 
adleux. At the door of the apartment 
a frightened group of servants were 
/vWhispering together. Inside the hall 
my young friend met me. "Lisa is ar- 
rested," she murmured. "The police 
are in her room. You cannot go in." 

However, the door was not locked and 
in a moment we slipped inside. There 
were five policemen in the place and 
they did not look up from their work 
nor did they order us out, as 1 expected 
they would One man had a huge iron 
ring of keys which a burglar might have 
envied, and with this aid they unlock- 
ed every trunk, box, bureau and desk 
drawers in sight. I never saw such a 
complete overhauling of effects. They 
found several copies of Harpers' Week- 
ly, which they read, or pretended to 
read; also some clippings from Ameri- 
can newspapers ancnt Russian affairs. 
These, with several letters in English, 
which they could not read, they took 
away with them. 

After searching drawers and boxes 
they rummaged the bed, the couch, even 
to the pillows; in fact, searched every 
corner of the apartment. Then every- 
body was made to sign a paper which 
stated that no money or other valuables 
had been removed by the police. 

Meanwhile the mother was out on an 
errand, and we trembled for fear sho 
would return and find the place lull of 
police. They left jusl before she came 
in, to our relief. At the door one of 
the men, a mild young fellow with very 
nice blue eyes, turned around and stam- 
mered an apology: "Wo are .sorry;' he 
said, and I am sure he ment it. Where 
was Mademoiselle Lisa? It was I who 
had the audacity to ask the question. 
The young officer did not. know. We 
might find ou( in the morning. lie 
bowed and closed the door and we sat 
down to wait tlie return of the mother 
of Lisa. 

Such is St. Petersburg—before the 
deluge.
